MAINE, 

THE LAST DAYS OF THE CAMPAIGN, 
Special Correspondence af The Uhicage Tribune. 
PORTLAND, Me., Sept. 7.—Thp closing days of 
the campaign are marked by the same absence 
of any excitement whith so r has been the 
distinguishing feature of the Sontest. The in- 
dependent movement makes Dpt little headway, 
and the regular Republican candidates nomi- 
nated by the Independents Mave found it ex- 
pedient to publicly disclaim any sympathy with 
that movement. There is little doubt thatina 
year like this, with so little to divide parties or 
inflame partisan zeal, a really independent Re- 
publican party would flud considerable support, 
but the present so-called Independent party is 
composed and led by men whose knowledge of 
the rotten condition of the Republican 

party dates from their loss of office under it. 

GOV. PLAISTED 
still continues his canvass with the same vigor 
with which be opened it, and he has displayed 
far more energy and tact 1 his opponents. 
His latest move is a vigorous ack ou the Ke- 
publican management of th State Reform- 
School. If he could make out s good case here 
it would materially strengthen his position, for 
one of his most indefensible acts was the at- 
tempted removal of one of tha Trustees of that 
institution. It is his claim that some of the 
boys, inmates of the school, were during their 
confinement abused and haun and uuusual 
punishments inflicted upon m. aud that the 
boys did not dare to oomplaig for fear of the 
teachers and the lack of sym pathy amoag the 
Trustees. The Trustees reply by publishing a 
long list of letters from visitofs and prominent 
gentlemen who bave taken interest in the 
sebeol virtually denying the GDvernor’s Charges 
and in specific instances shown that the buys 
themselves never claimed what Gov. Piaisted 
claims for them. 
THE COUNCIL, 

In the discussion during the past week nothing 
new has been developed as between the Gov- 
ernor and Council. The Cyouggil say, We were 
right in net confirming your nominees. The’ 
Governor sags. [ was right in king my selec- 
tions to suit myself. The w est point in the 
Republican line of urgume ip the uttempt 
to piace the Governor in light of a las- 
breaker. The Governor attempted to remove 
the State Reporter of Decisious,a Republican 
appointed by Gov. Davis. The Council resisted, 
und appealed to the Supreme Court for their 
A The opinion sustained the Council. 
Now what the Council claim is this: That an 
opinion delivered on an exparte statement of 
fucts at the request of the Council is binding on 
the Governor. He, of course, disregards it and 
brings down upou his bead the charge of a will- 
ful violation of the laws of the land. Nuw this 
is charging too much, and the extravagance of 
the attack has already seriously injured the Re- 
publican cause. I doubt it there isa lawyer ia 
Mulue who would claim that the Governor was 
legally bound by that opinion. At best it 
can Only have a moral foree. It would 
not even bind the court if the title 
to the office of Reporter of Decisions was to be 
regularly contested before them. The Governor 
has been entirely consistent ia the matter. He 
declined vo refer the question to the court in the 
first place, and ends by deciining to recognize 
the Kepubiican incumbent as legaliy holding the 
office, or to approve any warrants to pay bim bis 
salary. The court recognize him, however, and 
so be still performs the duties of the office, 
though without pay. 

Now, iu the discussion all this leoks well fo 
the Governor until we remember that Col. 
Spaulding was removed without cause or even 
in pretense of a cause. Plaisted's sin was in at- 
tet pt ius to force Col. Spauiding out at all, not 
in disregarding the opinion of the court. The 
Council's position in sustaining a competent of- 
cer against the wanton assault of the Execu- 
tive was impregnable, but they have allowed the 
question to take the form as to whether the 
opinion of the court was binding on the Gov- 
ernor in this case, and here the latter has the 
best of it. 

THE RESULT IS VERY DOUBTFUL, 
and a few votes may turn it either way. Both 
purties realize it will not do to trust too much to 
the hip and hurrah method for getting out their 
vote, and so are making the most elaborate 
preparations to get every apsent or doubtful 
wan to the polls. 

The various meetings have been well attend- 
ed. The Republicans have held two monster 
meetings, which have been followed by almost 
equally large Fusion rallies at tire same places. 
Iu Portland ex-Secretary Blaine and Gen. Gib- 
son, Of Ohio, addressed probably the largest 
meeting ever heid in tue city. A tow evenings 
later Gov. Platsted was received by au audience 
which completely packed the roomy city-ball 
and extended far out into the streets. The 
changes from oue side to the other are few and 
unimportant, and those best informed fully ex- 
pect to see the relative vote to be about the 
same, 


AN AWKWARD CONTINGENCY. 

Should Gov. Plaisted secure a reélection and 
the Republicans carry the Legislature—as they 
undoubtedly will—the same disgraceful contest 
between the Governor and Council would be re- 
sumed probably with increused bitterness. In 
such a contingency the Republicans will be 
placed in a very awkward position. They rest 
their case now largely on the fact that Judge 
Libby should be his own successor. Plaisted 
will never nominate him, and three other va- 
cancies on the bench are to occur, so the Repub- 
licans are brought to the alternative of sacri- 
ficing Judge Libby or reducing the 
number of working Judges, already too 
small for the prompt dispatehn of business. It 
is this lucky fact, that the next Governor is to 
appoint four Judges, which keeps the Republic- 
ans in lime so well, for there is a great deal of 
restiesness beneath the surtace, and the major- 
ity of the people in the State are not quite satis- 
ged with the Kepublican management for the 
past eight years. There has been too much 
brilliant leadership and not enough fairness dis- 
played: too much organization and tov little 
free 9 and the time das come when 
voters arelasking themselves if there isn’t too 
much one-man power for the good of the party 
and the Commonwealth. 


WISCONSIN. 
BRAGGO’S CONTEST AT WEST BEND. 
Spe. al Dispateh to The Chtcv zo True. 

Weer Benp, Wis., Sept. 10.—Althougu the 
Democratic Cengressioual Convention has not 
been in session today, this has been one of the 
most exciting days since the opening of the 
convention last Wednesday. An excursion 
train came down from Milwaukee this morning, 
bringing a large number of liticians and sev- 
eral hundred curiosity-seek The delegation 
to the convention were regarded as heroes or as 
renegades, according as their actioa in the con- 
vention barmonized with the ideas of those ex- 
pressing opinions. Gen. Bragg remained for 
the most part of the day quictiy at nis hotel, as 
he bas since the conventoa, while Mr. Delaney 
went about freely, mingling with the visitors. 
Gen. Bragg says bis only reason for going to the 
ball in which the convention is held Friday 
was to show his delegates and the public that 
the stories about his alleged sickness, eto. 
were false. The most noticeabie portions of 
the results of the day’s talk and conferences is 
the fact that the Bragg men still avoid all talk 
about dark horses, and say 
THEY WILL NEVER VOTE FOR A THIRD MAN. 

The Delaney delegates, while insisting that 


they will stand by their man, still converse freely 
of the possibilities and probabilitids in case of 
the appearance in the convention of the name 
of another candidate. Nearly all the delegates 
who remained over attended church today, and 
were the object of more attention than the 
preachers, The friends of Delaney have labored 
most of the day with the Waukesha menof the 
Bragg delegation, but without producing any 
visible result. The Bragg men have fully de- 
cided not to let any motions for adjournment or 
even for recess come from their side of the 
house. At the beginning of the conven- 
non most of the motions to adjourn 
came from the Bragg mem This 
led to the report that they were afrw\d of the 
results of the balloting, and were already tired 
of the contest. Gen. Bragg says that ah men 
led off in motions of the kind mentioned at the 
start in order to test the temper ot the opposi- 
tion, and to see what course the Chairman. a 
Delaney man, would take. Now that the infor- 
— desired has been obtained, the General 
HIS MEN WILL SIT ALL DAY AND NIGHT 
just so long as the contest lasts, unless move- 
meuts for adjournment or recess are made by 
the other side. When his attention was called 
to the fact that his men scatter about during the 
intermissions, several of them going home to 
spend Sunday, instead of keeping together 
as the laney men do, Gen. ragg 
replied that his deiegates did not need 
watching and could be trusted to hold together 
and vote for bim till the day of elecdon. It 
trauspires today that Judge A. 8. Sloan, of 
Beaver Dam, when asked by Delaney s friends 
to figure as a dark horse, not only declined to 
allow the use of his name, but said emphatically 
that even if nominated he would not accept. 
This same response was received from the Hon.

AN APPEAL BY THE CIVIL-SERVICE REf 
FORME RS. 

Boston, Sept. 10.—A circular issued and signed 
by a committee of representatives of various 
civil-service reform leagues in this vicinity will 
be printed in the morning. It is signed by over 
1,000 prominent business and professional men, 
including Edward Atkinson, Francis Parkman, 
President Eliot of Harvard, Charles R. Codman, 
Higginson & Co., Jonn E. Sanford, and Mark 
Hopkins of Williams College, and the faculty of 
Amherst College. The circular says: 

We, the undersigned, citizens of Massachu- 
setts, believe reform in the methods of appoint- 
ment to office is the most pressing need in our 
politics, and that until this reform is secured 
other questions cannot be dealt with properly, 
both because our Kepresentatives are too much 
occupied with the distribudon of patronage to 
give them due attention, and because the pres- 
ent system tends to the choice of men who study 
more how toretain their offices than how best 
to discharge their official duties. We have, 
therefore, resolved to vote for no one at the 
next election of members of Congress whose 
character and record do not satisfy us 
that he will be found in office a con- 
sistent, earnest, and aggressive supporter of 
civil-service reform. e have no wish to 
separate from the politicai parties with which 
we: have always acted and in whose prin- 
ciples we believe, but when any party nominates 
a candidate from whom adherence to one of its 
leading principles cannot be expected it forfeits 
its rights to te support of its members. We 
wish to assure the triumph of our party princi- 
ples by the nomination and election of men 
ho believe in thew ail, and will earnestly labor 

rry them out. 
1080 this end, if a candidate for Congress is 
nominated whose sympathy with the cause .of 
civil-service reform is doubtful, we shail seek 
for ourselves some better Representative, and 
cast our votes for him. We advise our fellow- 
citizens to adopt the same course, to organize in 
their respective districts, that their strength 
may be used to the best effect, and so vote that 
their influence may be felt against a dishonest

A Boat Capsized in Pensacola Harbor 
and Two Men Drowned—Several Ves 
sels Ashore. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., Sept. 10.—The storm last 
night was the severest ever experienced.

FIRE RECORD. 


Chicago Biazes. 

At 4:30 o'clock yesterday morning fire was 
discovered in the basement of the building at 
No. 37 North Union street, occupied by the Chi- 
cago Furniture-Workers’' Association. The 
principal building, which is three stories high 
and frame, was soon wrapped in flames. Patrol 
No. 2 and Engine Company No. 17 went out on 
stlils, the fire being discovered by the watchmen 
in the respective towers. An alarm from Box 
No. 288 was struek immediately aiterward, and 
the companies that responded nad their hands 
full for nearly an dour. The fire 
was an awkward one to fig tnt.

Next on 
the north of the main building. which is num- 
bored 27 and ., is No. 41, a one-story brick and 
frame structure occupied by the same tirm, and 
which, being filled with partjally-Huisded furni- 
ture, was very bot after the flames once secured 
a hold. The association owned the buildings, 
which were valued at $2,400, but which 
are to the extent of 
only . There were 
steek and machinery in the buildings valued at 
$5,500, to which there is a damage of $2.500. Mr. 
H. W. Rulan bad something over $5,000 insur- 
ance in the New Kugland. Home, Argentine, 
Firemen’s of New Orleans, and Sun Mutual 
Companies, of which $1,400 was upon stock, 
$1,600 on machinery, $2,50000 buildings, and $0 
on patterns. The fire seems to bave originated 
near the boiler-room, but there are rumors 
that the place was fired by an enemy of the as-

A Destructive Conflagration in Decatur, 
Ind.

Decatur, Ind., Sept. 10.—At 7:30 this evening 
a destructive fire broke out in this place. The 
block on Second street, between Monroe and 
Madison, covering the entire east side of the 
block, was destroyed. It originated in the 
bakery owned by James Irwin, and was caused 
by the explosion of acoal-oil lamp. The village 
has no fire apparatus except a hook and ladder 
company.

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THE RAILROADS. 


A Piea for the Regulation of the Roads 


by the National Govern- 
ment. 


The Differential Rate System Working 
Badly at All the Western 
Poiats. 


Semi-Annual Reports of the Lake Shore 
and Port Wayne An Increased 
Business. ° 


Rallroad Combinations and the Extor- 
tions They Practico—A Pilea for Na- 


tional Legislation. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Fonv bu Lac, WE., Sept. 9.—-It was announced 
a short time ago that a certain railroad which 
bas been completed this summer bad a great 
struggle on reaching Omaha, Neb., to get into 
what is called the “Omaha pool. This Omaha 
pool ineans that ali the rajlroads running across 
the State of Iowa westward from Chieago and 
centering at Council Bluffe pool their earnings; 
that is, there are four trunk lines; each road, 
then, would be entitled to one-quarter of the 
net earnings of the four, no matter if one road 
did all the business. 

The object of pooling receipts is to close com- 
petition between the roads, and to piace the 
power of fixing passenger fares and freight 
rates entirely in the hands of the paol. It is 
also done to prevent a traſhe war between the 
roxds. Well, there is an old saying that When 
rogues fall out honest men will get their dues.” 
A railroad war is ‘like the war between the kite 
and the spake, whichever wins leaves oue less 
enemy for the world to conquer. 

It is a common thing now for people to say, 
who have been ridden to death by taxation to 
pay railroad bonds, The more railroads we 
have now the better.” This remark presup- 
poses a relief by competing lines from 
the exorbitant rates of a single Une. 
But the utopian idea the person bas in bis 
mind who makes this remark is the fata mor- 
gana that will wreck every purpose he may bave 
formed based upon the theory of competition, 
and leave him in the slough of d@espond, where 
the “ecstacy of wo“ is king of all the carnivals, 
both pu blic and private, in the neighborhood. 

Railroads are Guilt toom land-grapts and 
money voted to aid them by towns, cities, ana 
Villages, „ hich until recently, along many lines of 
roud, have been munificent enougůu to build two 
lines instead of one, 80 that the corporation 
which will construct one line of road, if it have 
the usual propensities to steal, can stcal enough 
to build as much more. 

To get up ea big boom on a projected line of 
road, 60 as to get the town to vote aid requires 
two things: First, a man who bas neither char- 
acter nor money to lose to go along the line of 
the road, and through the towns it is to traverse 
und desires aid from, and lie to the inhabitants. 
It may require three or four or more of this 
class. Second, engage some fellows to go to the 
Legisiature to lobby a bill through granting the 
right of way, who cau smoke more cigars and 
drink more whisky than a whole Legislature, 
and occasionaily, if it is a tough case, they 
must be able to sutvei and cry for effect, just 
to get the charter. After they get it, they will 
Stand up as bold as a mun who bas recenily becn 
elected to a county office. He has conquered 
the world. 

It must be said to the credit of some towns 
and cities that bBave been or still are wallowing 
in the slougb of railroad bonded debt and des- 
pond that they have emerged into a con- 
sciousness of their condition equaled per- 
hape only by Paul's revelation on the road to 
Damascus. The Sales have fallen from their 
eyes, and they begin to sec the truth of those 
lines ot Burns wherein be pictures certain dis- 
aster asa result ofa long. intimate friendship. 
Rallroad bonds and-railroad scheming have 
come te be as alarming to the country as the 
mark of the beast in Revelations. 

There is no such grinding monopoly in the 
world as the present American railway system. 
The corners that are put up and the cor- 
ners’’ that are knocked down by them area 
wonder. With six or seven bundred million 
dollars inthe handsof ten or twelve men, and 
one-balf of this In the hands of Vanderbilt, 
Gould, and two or three others who know alli the 
power of the “corper,’ What 18 the harvest to 
be to all who get fg their wake? 

Where is the power of the railroads to end? 
Or is their power to be unending, Iike tne cycles 
of time? Somebody said in the centennial year, 
looking at the general state of the Union, that 
e are rotten before we are ripe. If the coun- 
try isnot rotten it has smetied bad for some 
years back from corruptions that have staiked 
forth at bigh noon, and without as much regard 
tor decent aspect us one of the prophets of Mo- 
hammed, who, to cover the deformity of a blind 
eye, threw a veil over bis face. The people be- 
lieved that the veil was for the purpose of shad- 
ing the eves of the behvuider from the supposed 
divine light which the people were taught to be- 
lieve shone from the prophet's cougptenance, 
which they also supposed no man was capable of 
behoiding: it was a big trick on the part of the 
prophet to insure his divinity. This “ sacred 
chicken,“ railroad, has turned intoa vulture that 
preys upon the prostrate and dymg. It 
has perched itself upon the backs of 
taxpayers and picked away until ind 
vidual and corporate existence in some 
cases are nearly extinct before communities 
bave recovered from their stupur or to a sense 
of the enormous amount of public and individ- 
ual vitality this extortionate monopoly has cost 
and is costing, The people who allow a railroad 
to plunder them are fools or the Legislature is 
a pack of asses, or both. 

The older this couatry grows the more strong- 
ly does the burdeg of its business settle into 
monopolies, and especially of the railroad. 
Every year adds anew railroad and additional 
strength to the monopoly. The Puritans came 
to America to live, as Rufus Choate said, in a 
land withouta King and a church without a 
Bishop.“ but the fron beel of the corner is 
as cruci in its influence over the American peo- 
ple as William the Conquerors’ edict that made 
the curfew bell ring at s o'clock, which warned 
the people that their right as citizens no longer 
existed and that they must submit to the bru- 
tality of a tyrant. 

There is a remedy, it would seem 
railroad monopoly. A railroad acquires un ex- 
istence different from any otber brauch of 
business, partly upon the theory that they are 
pubsic highways, and partly upon the assump- 
tion that they are ageuts of the people, and as- 
sist and forward the commercia!l interests be- 
tween the several States. A railroad gets all its 
rights by special law. enacted exclusively for it, 
and gives to it the right to take the property of 
another against his will; to take the property 
of a corporation against its will; to turn its 
streets or its water conrses out of their regular 
and surveyed course. All of these things they do 
daily, and when their line of road is built they 
join the general steal, more commonly called a 
„ pool.” 

he Constitution of the United States provides 
that Congress has power “ to regulate commerce 
with forcign nations and among the several 
States.“ etc. It would seem Dy the phraseology 
of this section that the word “commerce,” as 
applicd to the interchange of products of this 
country with a foreign country, and the means 
by which it is carried on, when applied to the 
several States, would come under the same 
rules of law and commercial usages; that Con- 
gress can extend its powers to rewulate the car- 
rying trade between the States as righttully as 
between England and this country or betWeen 
this country and any other. Kegulating com- 
merce’’ cannot mean imposing duties on im- 
ports, for the Constitution especially provides 
that there shall be no commercial! import duties 
hetween one state and another. The clause is 
not complete without the conjunction and 
„ Foreign nations and between the several 
States —wbieh gives as much power to regulate 
in. one case as ju the other. Now, “regulating 
commerce means the power to make laws that 
Will give every vessel its rights; that does not 
let one port of entry take an undue advantage 
over another; that prescribes rules and regula- 
tions for the management of vessels belong ing 
to this country or in American waters. 

lf Congress bas the power to do this, under the 
Constitudon it das power to “regulate com- 
meree on the railroads; it has power to say that 
a pool formed for the purpose of keeping up 
the rates on a railroad, or the railroads, cannot 
lawfully exist; and it would seem wore a duty 
than anything besides that, as railroads claim 
to be commereial faetors, the Government 
should assume & general supervision over them, 
to rerulate them so far us to crush out all un- 
lawful combinations, and to pass laws limiting 
and restricting their powers and giving them 
their rights. ‘ 

If the Government can assist in buliding a 
railroad, as in the case of the Union and Centra! 
Pacitic Hatlroads, and to pass laws in 
regard to its management, it has the 
richt to go farther and regulate them 
all, a8 regards passenger and freight rates, 
which unmistakably the Government should do. 
As it now is, one State passes a law in respect to 
passenger and freight rates in its particular ter- 
ritory: the law can operate no further than the 
borders of the State in which it is cuacted: the 
Legislature of a State compels certain railroads 
to sei] round-trip tickets to and from any poiat 
in the State; the State adjoining may have uo 
such iaw: you must pay, to the sume 
raliroad, any amount for travelmg in 
an adjoining State the law 
allows them totake. A railroad company is no 
richer in one State than in another, and sbou.d 
be compelied to sell round fares over its road to 
any point on the line of gny railroad it ows or 
operutes.

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The Differential Rate Agreement Works 
Badly at Allthe Western Points, 

It seems that the differential rate agreement 
works no better at other Western points than it 
does at Chicago, and the opinion is constantly 
gaining ground that it will not be possible to 
carry out the arrangement any length of time. 
It is a pity, too, for the arréngement isa good 
one, and, as the public gets, the benefit of the 
cow missions heretotore paid to middlemen, it re- 
ceived the genera! approval ef the public. The 
opposition comes from the ticket-agents and 
scalpers, Who are anxious to perpetuate the 
commission system, which bas ved such a 
great sOurce of profit to them. 

The Cincinnati Commercial’ has the following 
regarding the efforts to break up the arrange- 
mont at that point: 

There was considerable commotioz= in local 
passenger circles yesterday ou recount of the 
appearance of a number of New York tickets in 
the hands of brokers, which for a ume looked as 
if the differential rates recently promulgated 
would be knocked higher tban Gilderoy’s kite.

Coke in Locomotives. 

Tne Baltimore & Onio Railroad Company has 
been experimenting With coke ag fuel on its en- 
gines running between the city and South Chi- 
cago, with a view to abolishing he smoke nui- 
sance, if possible. Yesterday afternoon an ex- 
perimental trip was made by asmal! party in- 
terested In the workings of the pian. Mr. Dun- 
ham, General Manager of the road, had his pri- 
vate coach attached to locomotive No. 517, one 
of the ordinary transter engines used between 
South Chicago and the down-town depot. Mr. 
John Thomas, General Superintendent of the 
road, Dr. K. 8. Paton, representing the Health 
Department, Louis Mercki, George D. Kerwin, 
Yardmaster W. J. Keuny. and one or two others 
took part in the trip. Invitations bad been ex- 
tended to Dr. De Wolf and other city olficiais 
and to several gentiemen connected with manu- 
facturing interests, but for various reasons 
none of these were able to respond. 

The train left tbe Exposition Building at 2:39 
P. m. and arrived at South Chicago twelve 
miles) at 8:20 p. m. The tiring was done with 
Connellsville coke of the best quality. At the 
Start the steam-gage showed 120 pounds and at 
the finieh exactly the same. The tire was not 
touched during the run. 4s 1 the success of 
che experiment, so far as the absence of smoke 
was concerned, there could be but one opinion. 
The closest watch failed to detect any smoke 
whatever arising from the smokestack. 
Even when more coke was thrown 
in preparatory to the homeward run 
po smoke was made. It must be remembered, 
of course, that but little pew fuel was supplied, 
aud that this was carefully introduced into an 
extremely bot furnace. The purty did not bave 
an opportunity of secing a tire started, nor of 
wutching bow the engine would have behaved 
if drawing a beavy train. 

Dr. Paton said that it was evident enough that 
by the use of coke on locomotives the smoke 
nuisance could be overcome. But be pointed 
out the presence of a white incrustation on the 
upper part ot the smokestack. which had 
formed during the four days in which coke bad 
been used. This, be thought, might prove 
destructive to the iron. There was aiso a 
rather unpleasaut sulphurous odor noticeable 
when standing on the front platform. The 
fire, as has been said, was of ap intense teat, 
and Dr. Paton thought it would be likely to bear 
pretty bard on the fire-boxes. Then tho ques- 
tion of cost came tn. Altogethér he was very 
favorably impressed, but said be would have to 
wait for further details before formulating an 
Opinion in regard to the new departure. 

Messers. Dunham and Thomas expressed them - 
selves as bighly pleased with the experiment so 
far as it had been conducted. Mr. Thomas said 
it had been proved—as was apparent to all who 
witnessed the trial—that by the use of coke the 
making of smoke was absolutely avoided. He 
tbought the coke would be bard on the fire- 
boxes and might cost somethiniz extra in that 
way. There is no expense to exceed a doilar or 
two in changing a locomotive from coal to coke, 
the only thing needed being an additional 
“damper.” As to the cost of toke when com- 
— with that of coal, Messrs. Thomas and 

Junbam both thought the advantage rather lay 
on the side of coke. Mr. Thomas said he had 
been informed by a large cowe-dealer that the 
West Virginia product could be laid down in 
Chicago at $5.0 per ton. Onio cat in large lots 
for railroad use would cust $3.75 delivered, and 
lilinois coal probably less than that. In the ab- 
sence of any definit statistics Mr. Thomas was 
inelined to believe that tne Baltimore & Obio, 
which runs through a eoke district, would be 
able to got coke as cheaply as coal—that is, when 
the comparative values as fuel were considered. 
He thought that ofiy about Balf as much 
coke as coal would needed. Experiments 
on regular trains are now being made with a 
view to determine the question Of cost, and val- 
able data will thus be obtained. “Three of tho 

ard eugines are now using coke, and it is the 
ntention of the company to introduee it on all 
the engines ruun witbin the city. They be- 
lieve they have solved the smoke problem for 
the mselves.

Touched ip a tender spot, my railroad frieud 
turned the conversation to the great improve- 
ment the Baltimore & Ohio Company bad made 
to the City of Baltimore in the erection of their 
handsome new central building, corner Balti- 
more aud Calvert streets. This is certalalv a 
magaiticent n seven stories in bight 
with a mansard roof. It is built of fine pressed 
brick, ornamented with brows-stone trim mings. 
It is substential and r- Ay —. atthe same 
time of attractive design and fifiish. 

There is now some talk that the Baltimore & 
Ohio Company propose buying or st curiug con- 
trol of the Maryland Central toad. which, a few 
days since, as teiegraphed to Tak THIBUNE, ac- 
quired the Baltimore & Delta Narrow-Gage 
Road. An effort will be made this fall to obtain 
the indorsement of the city on $600,000 of bonds 
ot this Maryland Central, but it the City Council 
does not obligate the city, it is very probable 
that the Baltimore & Ohio would not have a 
great deal of trouble in securing a controlling 
interest in this ‘line. When the Maryiana Cen- 
tral Company was organized rose ago, ite incor- 
porators thea were parties highly interested in 
the Baitimore & Ohio, and for a long time it was 
current gossip that the vaiuabie nts and 
franchises obtained from the Légisiature fora 
right of way through the northeastern part of 
the State were intended to be utilized at some 
time by the Baltimore & Ohio. Not a rail nora 
tie of the Ceutral Koad was ever laid, tnough 
now, of course, by consolidation with the Balti- 
more & Delta the Central has twelve miles ot road 
thoroughly equipped and vaiued at $1,000,000. 
Its franchises would be extremely vaiuabie to 
the Batimore & Ohio, as they include the right 
to bridge the Susquehanna River, the right to 
purchase, lease, or connect with amy railroad in 
Maryland or Pennsylvania, east or west of the 
Susquebanoa River, and the t by way 
condemnation ox otherwise of any street, alley. 
highway, eto. latter franchise being sup- 
posed to give an entrance into the very beart of 
the eity. The charter of the Maryland Central 
does not specify whether it sball be broad or 
narrow-gage, so that, as the Baltimore & Deita 
rails were laid on standard ties, it would only be 
necessary to relay one rail and the road would 
be broad-gage. Accordi to its charter the 
Maryland Central could bud a line of road 
parallel to the Philadeiphia, Wilmineton & Bal- 
timore Road into and through Pennsyivaniu 
to Philadelphia, or it could be built 
to connect with the Reading, which is favorabie 
to the Baltimore & Onio interest. One of the 
Maryland Ceptral Directors bas acknowledged 
that the purchase has been spoken of, but the 
otficials of neither road will say anything further 
aboutit. Mr. Garrett has not yet been able to 
find an outlet for his road in Philadelphia, unless 
he obtains a connection with the ading, in 
which ease the Maryland Centrel would be just 
the link needed to make up the cbain. 

Among the many recent moves of the - 
more & Ohio bas been the purchase of a t 
$600,000 worth of ground in the northern part of 
the city, near the site for the great union sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Railroad, about to be 
erected near the city’s boundary line. The site 
purchased by the Baltimore & Onio is but 
a short istance from the Maryland 
Central's temporary depot, but separated 
b the network of tracks and 
— of the Pennsylvania branches. Chief- 
ingineer Raadolph, of the Baltimore & Onio, 
told me the other day that they had bourht the 
property with the intention of building 4 tine 
depot there as the Baltimore terminus of the 
Philadelphia & New York Line. The property 
was purchased very secretly, for fear that the 
Penosy!vania folks would bear of and block 
the little gume. I asked a h Official of the 
Pennsylvania what be thought about the Baiti- 
more & Obio’s new deal, and he laughingly re- 


plied: 

„Well. they have got about one-half of the 
ground they need; we have got the other haif, 
you see.“ 

** But you will certainly accommodate them?" 

“Ob, yes, of course, but not until the Balti- 
more & Onio and Pennsylvauia tes. 

This is a fair illustration of the lively compe- 
tition and opposiuon between thesestwo great 
corporations. The Pennsylvania Company is 
determined apparently to throw every obstacle 
possible in the way of the Baltimore & Onio get- 
ting into Philadelphia. 

It is understood that Mr. Robert Garrett bas 
been quite success({ulin bis financial negotia- 
tions on the other side of the water, and that the 
majority of the capital for the new cable com- 
pany bas been subscribed in England. It is 
highly probable that the Baltimore & Ohio have 
arranged for a loan of several miilions in Eu- 
rope tor the building of their road to Philadel- 
phia and to assist in other improvements. 

Mr. George P. Frick, General Manager of the 
telegrapb system, says that he thinks the line 
of cable will be laid next summer and be in op- 
eration by the close of next year. 

The poles of the company's telegraph line be- 
tween Baitimore and New York are up fifteen 
miles east of this city, and the Susquehanna River 
will soon be reached. Many P ene a have vol- 
unteered the right-of-way, iring to see the 
new competitor of the Western Union 6 5 
The hne wiil be ready for business by Oct. 1, and 
then the Baltimore & Obio will bave their wires 
direct from Chicago to Baltimore.

St. Louls Hopes to Become the Great 
Grain Centre of the Northwest in 
Place of Chieago. 

The St. Louis Republican says: 


The recent action of the Chieago Board of 
Trade in adopting the rule to allow winter wheat 
to be delivered on spring-wheat contracts 
stimulated considerable diseussion as to the 
wisdom of its policy. Ooe of the largest com- 
mission houses in this country assigns as a rea- 
son that Chicago is on the eve of losing a large 
pertuon of her spring-wheat trade—that the City 
of St. Paul will soon decome the great rain 
centre for the new Northwest, Consequenti 
Chicago enterprise will eadeavor to make g 
her loss by drawimg grain from the winter- wheat 
beit. The splendid success of the barge system 
on the Mississippi in cheapening the cost of ex- 
porting grain to Europe by New Orleans for at 
least eleven months of the year has attracted the 
attention of English capitalists, who desire a 
cheap outlet dar the five or six months of the 
‘ear in which the Northern water route is closed 

y ice. They tind by examination of the map 
that St. Louis is just 5% mites south of James- 
town, Dak., on the North Pacific Railroad, and 
that a railroad can be constructed which will 
baye less mileage to St. Louis than the present 
rail transportation to Chicago from the same 
point. 

W. W. Walker, President of the St. Louis, Han- 
nibal & Keokuk Ralliroad,a practical reilroad en- 
gineer of the hignest standing and constructor 
of some of the largest lines in lowa, has been in- 
vited to make his road a part of a trunk line 
from St. Louis to Dakota. Mr. Walker bas 
concluded to put a corps of engineers to 
survey a live from a point on his road about 
eleven miles south of Hannibal, to the grand 
divide or water-sned, between the ir 
and Missouri Rivers; thence along the divide 
throug the States of Missouri, lowa, ana Min- 
nesota to a point on the North Pacitic Railroad 
in Dakota. It is estimated that a railroad can 
be constructed and operated along this divide 
most economically, as the grades will be low 
aud the bridges few and the trackway above all 
disturbances from big water. The country 
through which it will pass bas no water trans- 
portation, and is mainiy served by railroads 
running east and west. The St. Louis & Dakota 
Road would therefore cross the east and west 
system of the several States through which it 
passes, develop a fine agricultural country, 
create new towns at every junetion, which 
would end in Quildine up a large and permanent 
loecai business. . 

By the Ist of July next the Northern Pacific 
Railroad will be completed and in o ton Sow 
Duluth on Lake Superior to the Paejtic Ocean. 
and it is given out that they will establiab a line 
ot propellers on the lakes, between Budalo and 
Duluth during navigation season; but at least 
for one half of the year, and it may trutitully 
be said for all the year, direct connection witb 
St. Louis is as important to their interests as to 
those of St. Louis, The cereals of the new 
Northwest can be shipped to our elevators, and 
their teas, si.ks, and wares of Cpina and Japan 
brought to this@rade centre over the Nortbern 
Pacificas cheaply as by any other route, as it 
bas the shortest ou transit.

A meagure of intellectual conviction, of 
course, underlies the social opposition, but it 
relates rather to the supposed effects of the 
church upon the social order rather than to the 
doctrines or teachings of the church, when con- 
sidered in the light of science and reason. And 
here, again, we are not mistaken in saying that 
between theology, and science, and reason, there 
bas been a conflict, and that the contending 
parties have too often regarded each other as 
enemies rather than friends. The theologians 
have accused the scientists of being infidel, and 
the enemies of religion; whilst the scientists 
have charged the church with standing in the 
way of progress, and teaching things whoily 
contrary to reason and to known facts. And 
let us say that apparently each party has at 
times deserved the condemnation of the other: 
that both have been rigbt, and both wrong. 

But the real quesuon here is this: Has the in- 
teliectual opposition been to religion as such, or 
to the spirit and life of Christianity? Or has it 
been to certain forms of cheology or doctrinal 
teachings about religion? If the opposition has 
been and is to the former, then it is indeed a 
very grave matter; but if to the latter, then we 
must discriminate between religion and theol- 
ogy, and we may find that the opposers and sup- 

enemies are indeed friends of religion, 
but staud opposed to theology, or rather to cer- 
tain forms ot theology. Add dere it may appear 
that a part of this opposition at least has not 
only been well intended, but has been needed, 
and has done rather than evil. 
We would hardly say that even Voltaire 
had no good reasou for hurling his terrible shafts 
against the religious superstitions and oppres- 
sions of bis day: but he made the sad mistake of 
8 these superstitions with Christiapi- 
ty itself. ith all Thomas Paine’s severity and 
even courseness, he could yet say that he be- 
lieved in God and huped for a future life’: and 
that the world is my home, and to do good my 
religion.” Such are not the words of one who 
would intentionally oppose the spirit of religion. 
And will any one pretend to say that Mill and 
Darwin were insincere men? or that they were 
opposed to truth? Is Herbert Spencer an icon- 
oclast? It is a fact, my friends, that very much 
of the so-called doubt of our day is at neart a 
honest love of truth and a restless longing an 
hunting for more light and for surer fundations. 
And we may as well confess that the positions 
of theology and its doctrines concerning God, 
and the universe, and man have often been such 
as to not only justify, but to demand, opposi- 
tion. Monstrous falsehoods have been taught 
in the name ef God and jreligion; and to oppose 
these has been to heip the divine cause. Aud 
whilst we must admit that there are scoffers and 
insincere and irreverent men, yet it is true of 
this wonderful age that the great multitude-- 
the “common people —love the truth, and 
gladly bear it; anda just discrimination shouid 
not class wem as opposed to the spirit of Christ, 
though they may seem to oppose religion in not 
Standing for the church or accepting ail of its 
rr 

And thus, if we are correct in our premises 
and conclusions, he common ple do not 
stand opposed to the spirit of Christianity, aud 
bence we need not discuss the uuplenasaat sup- 
positions that bumanity has grown worse under 
the Gospel or that Christianity is an imperfect 
and bence but a transient religion. 

But we still bave before us the fact of a ver 
common opposition to the church and to theol- 
ogy, if not to religion, and the practical question 
is, How sball this opposition be overcome? How 
shall the ostrauged muititudes who see and hear 
Christ only through their prejudices and the im- 
perfect media of the churches be led to see Him 
as He is, to see religion in its simplicity and 
beauty, and to bear its truths gladly? - 

We have not time to discuss at length the re- 
lations of church and State, but this fact is evi- 
dént, that Christianity has suffered in the Old 
World by reason of its complications with the 
affairs of Government, and is today under the 
sbadows and prejudices of adark past. Dises- 
tablishment must go on until the two are sep- 
arate,and the church must study anew the 
words of Christ, mat My Kingdom is not of 
this worid.” Then, both there and here and 

every where, relfgion should keep free from all 
corrupting contaminations, and hasten to de- 
clare and prove itself the friend of man, the 
friend of liberty and justice, the helper of the 
poor and the oppressed. Such is undvubtedly 
the genius, the politics,of the Gospel. Against 
all wer and corruption Jesus Curist 
— for the oppressed, for the poor, 
for the rights of man. And in 
the great debates and agitations of our day be- 
tween capitalists and corporations and the la- 
boring — ses, Christianity must utter her 
voice foradeep and tender moral justice, as 
well as that which may be adjudged strictly 
legal by human codes. In the midst of all cor- 
ruption and struggie Christianity, rising above 
mere party, must champion only the richt and 
the pure, and show herseif che friend of man as 
man. Such a course will tend to remove preju- 
dices and to conciliate and win the hearts of 
man. And then the opposers of the church 
in Europe and here, too, should discriminate; 
should not charge to religion and the living 
spirit of Christ the wrongs that the world may 
ha ve suffered through the errors or tbe sins of 
the church in the darker ages, or may suffer 


now. 

The intei!ectual opposition to religion cannot 
be overcome by force; it must be tolerated, and 
treated in road love of truth. The decrees 
of councils and the excommuuication of heretics 
weigh but little now with the pubiie 
mind. What the age demands is truth— 

cost and wherever it 
of the old dogmas 
will have to be abandoned and others modified. 
and broader and better views of God and His 
verument must come into view, anda brighter 
— for the race must take the place of the old 
despair. The church should not stand opposed 
to progress in religious thought. A broader 
toleration of belicis must be allowed. and a 
hearty welcome extended to all who love truth 
and would do rigbt. All this controversy witb 
scieace should end. Scientists read the book of 
Nature; the church should preach the gospel 
of lire, of experience, of hope; and each should 
welcome the truth the other may bring. The ia- 
teliectual opposers of theology should remem- 
ber that theology is one thing aud religion quite 
another. The true beart may find God with al- 
most any form of theology, or without any at 
all, if it bas asense of need and faith enough 
to pray. : 
ay there rises before me the vision of the 
world's struggie and need, and of God's great 
fuliness—a fullness like the sea; like the plenty 
of the lana, whilst all about is the bunger, the 
thirst, the cry of the multitude. O how I long 
to bring this fullness and this want together. I 
think of Jesus as He stood by Galllee, or on the 
Mount; as He mingled with the joy in Cana; 
as He talked by the well; as He comforted the 
widow of Nain: as He biessed little children; as 
He wept by the grave; and I wish that I micht 
know His love and repeat His words, and live 
His lite, and that His ministers and His churches 
every wbere would open wide their hearts and 
their doors to welcome aud win the multitude. 
Il know of the passion, the sin, the bardness and 
biindness of bearts: but I know that God is the 
Father of all: that where sin bath abounded 
grace hath abounded much more, and that He 
calls all, and is able to save all.

The Personal and the Sympathetic in 
Morals Reconctied in Christianity. 

The tev. Kerr C. Anderson, of Oshkosh 
preached in Plymouth (Congregational) Church 
yesterday worning, taking as his text: 

Whosever will save his life shall lose it, but 
whosoever sball lose his life for My sake shall 
find it.— Luke, tr. 24. 

The various systems of morality which had 
divided the minds of met, be said, might all be 
classified under two heads: Those whose centre 
was the personal, and those whose centre was 
the sympathetic. The former based morality 
upon the individual—made self-interest the 
ground of moral action. The latter 
eliminated altogether the idea of  self- 
interest, and found the basis of 
morality in the love of universal being. Ac- 
cording to the first, the proper end of man was 
the cultivation of all his powers; according to 
the second, the sacrifice of himself. The two 
principles were the opposits of eacn other. One 
said, Cultivate yourseif above your veighbor ; 
the other, Cuitivate your neighbor above Jour- 
self. The two great national types of morality | 
in the ancient world, the Greek and a. 


vely these two theories. 
A He was occupied 


and a ot 
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of these two its was 
brought about by Christianity. Tule problem 
between self-culture and self-sacrifice was 
solved in the life of Christ, and by His mission 
of the spirit the Christain solved it gradually in 
human society. ‘Christianity united with the 
Greek in declartug that the chief end of man 
was the development of man. Any theory of 
human lite which tended to destroy and not to 
assert the individuality of man, was an inhu- 
man ‘ as such, was false. 
The greatness of society was only 
the tness of its individuals. 
In the Kingdom of Heaven nothing was de- 
manded of the individual which was incompati- 
ble with his own well-being. The self-denial 
which Christ required oi us was not self-de- 
struction, but seh- completion; not self-immo- 
lation, but self-development; not-self-negiect, 
but self-fulüllment. Christianity thus empha- 
sized individualism, but declared at the same 
time that no individual could develop himself 
except it be through sacritice. 

There was a true and a false individuality—a 
lower and a higher self. Tne first was a Som- 
ing life which was actual death; the other was a 
seeming death which was actual life. The de- 
velopment oft the selfish nature was 
false . individuality: the development of 
the unselfish nature was the true individuality. 
Love for self. sympathy for self, activity for 
seif did not produce life, or the sense of life. 

y produced self-disease—the satiety which 
consumed, the dreadfui loneliness which cor- 
rupted, the soul that passionately ran after more 
~which was the undying worm that eat away 
the heart. Isolation produced the death of in- 
dividuality, and this law of the Copristian life 
rested on a philosophic basis. The universe in 
which we dwell was a system of essential rela- 
dons. Nothing ia this worid was singie. It was 
in mutual relation that things were what 

y were, and it was mutual rela- 
on that made them what they were. 
The isolated individual was not properiy speak - 
ing a man, but only a fragment of humanity—a 
being devoid of the woral and spiritual elements 
which were the essence of man's lite. It was 
oniy by the surrender of his individual self, of 
bis own isolated being and life to a larger uni- 
versal life, that he came to realize the true 
meaning of his nature as a spiritual being. A 
deeper selfhood and richer personality came to 
a man from communaing with others than 
he could possibly have gained by any 
amount of solitary contemplation or seif- 
aggrandizement, t wus onl as our 
individual, narrow. exclusive, isolated self 
was developed into à larger, inclus- 
ive, sympathetic self that we came to our 
9 4 life. To come ferth out of self, to have 
all the hidden wealth of feeling that we are 
capabie of called forth towards others, and to 
receive back again this wealth redoubled in re- 
ciprocated affection and increased power of liv- 
ing—this was to live truly buman life. Not to 
do so was to make life empty of ali that made it 
valuable. Taken out of his — yey | ia 
sovlety, the individual lost not only what be had 
but wnat be wat—parted not only with what 
made life worth having, but even with his 
own humanity—with all that essentially dis- 
tinguished bim from the brute. 

The speaker then went on to show from the 
life of Christ how the problem between individ- 
uality and self-sacrifice was solyed. A man was 
and did the highest that was in bim only when, 
forgetting himseif, be poured himself out in 
beneficent activity. It was over that which was 
of service to humanity that commanded our ad- 
miration and love. 

Christianity fulfilled all moral systems, but at 
the same time transcended them. Christ was 
more than a teacher. He was a Savior. If 
Christianity were no more than a moral system 
it could not meet man's wants. There was no 
saivation for a singie soul whose powers had al- 
ready become paralyzed by evil save by the 
power of redeeniing love. Hence Christ said in 
the text, “He that loveth his life for My sake 
shall save it.“ Love of Curist, therefore, was to 
be the great motive power of the new life. Toa 
soul that was paralyzed by sin, self-discipline 
was utterly impossibie; it was only escape that 
was triumphant; and so Christ had come to see 
us—to save us from our meaner and lower 
selves into His own divine life. 


ST. MALACHY’S CHURCH. 


Laying of the Cornerstone Westerday 
Afternoon, 

The corner-stone of St. Malachy’s new Catholic 
church building was laid yesterday afternoon 
with appropriate and impressive ceremonies. 
St. Malachy's isa new parish, presided over by 
the Rey. Thomas Pope Hodnett, and at present 
is quartered in a low wooden structure on West- 
ern avenue, near Walnut street. The founda- 
tion of the new building is situated on the soutu- 
east corner of Western avenue and Walnut. It 
is to be a substantial stone structure, on the 
een style, and is to cost about 3800. 


About 2 o'elock a procession composed of a 
number of the Irish civicand military societies 
of the city was formed on Kandolph street, near 
Haisted, and marched west on Wasn- 
ington street to Western avenue, 
tnence to the church. The procession 
was marsbaled by William Kirby, assisted by 
Jobo Connell, William Quinlan, James Bradley, 
Christopher Cummins, Joon Byrne, Michael Me- 
Cartby, James Conway, Michael O Malley, Wili- 
jam Curran, and Joseph Cahill, An immense 
crowd had gathered abcut the church, and when 
the procession arrived it was found almost im- 
possible to force a way througb. lu the proces- 
sion was the Dixon (III.) Total Abstinence Band 
and a delegation of that society. Father Hoa- 
nett was in Dixon for seven years before coming 
to Chicago. On the platform were the lucky 
ones wo bad tickets for reserved seats. Among 
them were Congressman Davis, Seto F. 
Hanchett, Sherif Mann, Col. Thomas H. Keefe, 
Commissioner Knopf, Aid. Wanzer, Justice 
Scully, Commissioner Purington, W. J. Hynes, 
M. J. Duane, J. B. Clark, Tom Brenan, John 8. 
Cook, Actorney-General McCartney, ex-Attor- 
ney-General Edsall, W. b. Rend, and others. 

The immense crowd was kept in excelient or- 
der by a squad ot police uader Lieuts. Baird and 
Stanton. It was a quarter before 4 o'clock when 
the clergy came upon the platform from the 
temporary building. The officers of the day 
were as follows: Archbishop Patrick Feehan, 
Priest; The Very Rev. Vicar General P. J. Con- 
way, Assistant Priest; the Rev. Father Edward 
Smith and the Rev. John Hennessey, of St. 
Louis, Deacons Of Honor; the Rev. Father T. F. 
Galligan, Master of Ceremonies; tbe Rev. 
Father Bartholomew Lenahan, of Sioux City, 
Ja., Orator of the Day. Among the visiti 
clergy were the Kev. Father James Hagan, o 
St. Columbkill’s; the Rev. Fathers Gill, Mo- 
Laughlin, and Dowling, of the Cathedral; the 
Very Rev. Deag Terry and the Kev. Fathers 
Maloney, Eau, and Burke, of St. Patrick's: 
the Kev. Father John Waldron Sr. of St. John’s, 
the ev. John Waldron Jr. of Pullman, the Rev. 
Fathers Smit and Gallagher of Nativity, the 
Rev. Father Fagan of Miiwaukee, the Rev. John 
Pope Hodnett, and many others. Letters of re- 
gret were received from Vice-President Davis, 
Mayor Crook of Springtield, the Rev. F. A. Kee- 
nan of Amboy, ML, te Rev. James M. Cleary of 
Foud du Lac, and others. 

After the ceremony of biessing the stone the 
clergy marched to the upper platform. The 
package put in the stone contained a history of 
the formauon of the church and copies of the 
2 daily papers and several Irish periodic- 
als. uring the interim Sberif Mann passed 
around the basket on the platform and succeed- 
ed in raising a cousiderabie sum of money. 

The Rev. Bartbolomew Lenahan, of Sioux 
City, Ia., the Orator of the Day, then mounted 
the stand and preached his sermon, taking the 
following text: 

“ Now, therefore, ye are no more strangers and 
foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the saints, 
and of the household of God. 

“And are built upon the foundation of the 
aposties and prophets, Jesus Christ himself being 
the chief corner-stone; 

“lou whom all the building fitly framed to- 

ether groweth unto a holy temple in the 


“In whom ye also are builded together, for a 
babitation of God through the Spirit.”—Aphe- 
sians, ii. 19-22. 

With these words of consolation the Apostie 
of the Gentiles addressed the Christian citizens 
oft Ephesus, whieh was the seat of the greatest 
temple inthe world. Many from all vatigis 
came to view the great Diana of Ephesbs. 
And, in the words of the text, the Lord had 
compared thom to this building, Christ Himself 
being the chief corner-stone. And the world 
was a temple which bad been builded together, 
and in this tempie, too, was Christ the corver- 
stone. The speaker followed out this beautiful 
idea at length, and drew mary lessons from it. 
Today this new church had been given over to 
God by the clergy and the people, apd in return 
He bad given His promise to forgive their sins 
and give to them everlasting life. The stone 
had been cemented by the blood of Christ. 
He likened the members of the new parish to 
the stones of the structure and spoke of the 
atfectionate and loving way in which they were 
welded together. The Catholic Church was 
made for all men. Sue was as universal as the 
world and as eternal as all time. Within the 
boundaries of this church, named for the great 
St. Malachy, and when it was completed the 
great truths would be preached there day by 
day. It would be a home that would unite them 
to the old land and would biess them and theirs. 

The clergy then went through the final por- 
tion of the usual ceremony and the audience 


dispersed. 

The boundaries of Father Hodnett's parish, as 
defined by the manuscript sealed up in the cor- 
ner-stone, extend from Chicago avenue on the 
north to Adams street south, east on Robey street 
running from Adams to hinzie, thence to Hoyne 
and on to Chicago avenue, and west to Rockwell 
street, thence north to Chicago avenue.

| WILDERNESS NOTES. 


A Letter from the Fishing- 
Grounds of Northern 
Michigan. 

The Charms of the Piney Woods—A 
Camp on the Sturgeon 
River. 


Fishing for Trout and Greyling—Stories 
of Bigger Game. ’ 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Came WILDERNESS, Sept. 6.—After wandering 
over various“ parts of Northero Michigun we 
pitebed our tent for a time ou the bank of Stur- 
geon River, where we have rapidly come to the 
conclusion that fortunate indeed is the sum- 
mer-tourist who can make even a short stay in 
so charming a place. We were fortunate enough 
at Petoskey to be able torent the tent and out- 
fit of a party who had just returned from Mulitet 
Lake. Soone bright morning found us on the 
way to our present .stopping-place. A pair of 
sturdy mules and a peculiarly constructed wag- 
on transported our camp outfit ana such bag- 
gage as we brought with us, while the rest of 
the party followed bebind on a buckboard drawn 
by another pair of mules, or on foot. Our way 
soon brought us Into the 


PINE WOODs, 
which was full of a delicious, spicy fragrance. 
Our driver, who had been well recommended to 
us and was to act as guide to the best fish ing- 
places, was a unique specimen who improved on 
ucgualntance until we came to look on bis home- 
ly brown face and wonderful Stories as one of 
the attractive features of our trip. We gave 
him the nickname of “ The Headlight,” for he 
wore a flannel shirt of a brilliant red which 
sbone out like a signal against the dark trees, 


and made him a conspicuous object, even in the 
distance, 


We followed the State road for the most of the 
way, but turned to the south a few miles before 
reaching the Sturgeon River, in order to strike 
itat the point where the cabin of our guide's 
brother was situated. Here the mules were left; 
the peculiar wagon resolved i self 
into two long, narrow boats, which 
were put on the water and loaded. 
The two ladies of our party declared that never 
before bad bacon and eggs tasted so good as did 
that which we had for supper; an opinion in 
which the othersheartily joined. We passed the 
night at the cabin, and made an early start the 
next morumg. Some trouble with one of the 
boats delayed us an hour or two before we bad 
gone halt a mile, but when on our way again ail 
went well, and after arunof three hours to- 
ward the bead of the river. we reached an Open- 
ing near u cool, clear spring. 

CAMP WILDERNESS 

was founded in time to give us an hour’s fish! 
before dark. We contented ourselves with take 
ing only a very plentiful supply for our supper, 
then spent the rost of the evening getting ready 
for the net day’s sport. Every day since has 
been spent on the river or brooks, and we have 
had all the success we could ask, for the Stur- 
geon River, in the words of “The Headlight,” 
“is just a hoppin’ with fish.” Greyling are 
plenty, also black bass and perch, and in a smail 

rook four miles from our camp we found an 
abundance of trout. 


TROUT AND GREYLING. 


Greyling, however, was the fish that brought 
us here, and to it we generally devote our time 
and energies. We have never taken trout and 
greyling from the same stream. The habits of 
the two are entirely different, for, iustead of 
hiding beneath logs and roots, and waiting to be 
lured from behind protecting drifts, the grey- 
ling choses deep, swift water, where the bottom 
is of sand or gravel, and rises to the hook with a 
quick dart. They will usually rise to any kind 
of bait. We have taken them with the most ap- 
proved flies, and equally well with mionows, 
xrasshoppers, or a bit of meat. They are a 
slender ‘Ash of a grayisly color. Their weight 
seldom exceeds two pounds and three-quarters 
ora pound are considered fair. The meat is 
white and firm, and they have few bones. The 
greyling found in Michigan waters is smaller 
than the European species, but its beautiful 
translucent dorsal tio, marked with purple and 
grey, is much larger and handsomer. 

BIGGER GAME. 

‘When we were in the southern part of the 
State it seemed hard to realize, as we passed vil- 
lage after village behind the speeding iron- 
horse, that the country was ever crossed by 
nerds of buffalo, and that only about forty years 
ago elk, moose, lynx, wildcat, and panthers 
were plenty on the ground where now stand 
Jackson, Grand Rapids, and Lansing, but up 
bere in the wilderness we are ready to believe it 
all, and ouly und it difficult to realize that civili- 
zation is so near us. We have not seen either 
bear, wolf, or deer, but last spring “the Head- 
light's brotber shot a bear not two miles from 
our camp, and they say deer and wolves are 
often seen iu these woods. We have not spent 
any time lookiag for such large game, although 
we believe everytalng told us, and sometimes 
bring in a squirrel or bird to vary our fare. 

THE RIVER-BANKS 

are fringed with a heavy growth of white cedar, 
many of which have been undermined by the 
water, and lean over the river until their points 
touch at narrow places; occasionally one has 
fallen into the water and made what are called 
“sweepers,’a disagreeable thing to encounter 
in our runs ot the river. We have not heard a 
song- bird near bere, and doubt if there are any 
in these deep woods. At night our camp-tire 
throws its cherry light out among the Diack 
shadows of the pines and out over the water. 
We sit around iton ourrugs and blankets, and 
while we enjoy the warmth—for itis cool at 
night—we tell over the adventures of the day 
and relate stories of former exploits. 

Day after tomorrow we break camp and re- 
turn to the haunts of fashionable man and 
woman again. But we fear that even among 
the charms of watering-places and their be- 
witcbing throngs we will look back with longing 
to Camp Wilderness, and sigh tocbauge the 
noise of the bands for the music of the pine 
trees. Voss.“

In their accounts of Saturday’s engage- 
mentin front of Tel-el-Kebir the English 
correspondents reluctantly admit that 
Arabi’s soldiers fought much better than 
was anticipated. ‘Lhey appeared te be well 
supplied with Krupp guns and to Know how 
to handle them to advantage. Besides the 
forces which advanced from Tel-el-Kebir. a 
supporting column of 1,500. stroug marched 
across the desert trom Salihiyeh and at- 
tacked the British on the right flank, persist- 
ing in the attack for some time 
after the main body of Egyptians had 
retired. This body of natives was eventually 
routed, but the main body fell back upon 
Telel-Kebir in good order. The English 
loss is stated at only eighty killed and 
wounded, which, considering the number 
engaged on both sides; probably 15,000 
Egyptians and 7,000 British, would Indicate 
that Gen. Wolseley's troops did not. take 
many risks in fighting at close quarters. 
Arabi’s losses are stated at about 200 killed 
and wounded. ‘The result is claimed as a 
victory by the British, but beyond repulsing 
the Egyptian attack and holding their own 
ground it does not appear wherein any im- 
portant advantage was gained by the for- 
elgners. 


Tue star-route jury is still out, being un- 
able to agree upon a verdict as to all the de- 
fendants. The jurors are beiug subjected to 
considerabie hardship as the result of their 
protracted deliberations. They are wholly 
deprived of the comforts of life, being al- 
lowed no sleeping accommodations, no 
books, or other means of diversion, and are 
even sparingly provided with food and 
water, Judge Wylie evidently intends to 
avold a mistrial, and to havea verdict of 
some sort. That the jury have agreed on 
their verdict as to several of the detendants 
is well known, though they have not been 
permitted to designate the persons concern- 
ing whom an agreement has been reached: 
and the latest rumor last evening was that 
they stood ten for acquittal and two for con- 
viction as regards Brady, Vaile, Miner, and 
terdell. What with the prolonged struggle 
to agree upon a verdict and the rumors and 
indications that some of the jurors have been 
bribed, the Government counsel are no longer 
certain of securing a conviction as to any 
one of the defendants, while the counsel of 
the latter are apparently very confident 
either of an acquittal or a mistrial. Signals 
have been seen to pass between the windows 
of the jury-room and parties outside, and the 
impression very generally prevails that the 
jury has been tampered with. 


AN EARLY FALL BUSINESS SEASON. 

The advertising columns of THe TripuNE 
from week to week form an excellent index 
to the volume of business goingon. The 
number of advertisements printed yesterday 
was, for the time of year, very large. Tun 
Tripune has printed more advertisements 
in a single issue before, but it has never be- 
fore printed so many at the opening of the 
fall season. The following table shows the 
number of columns of advertisements print- 
ed yesterday and on the corresponding dates 
in 1881 and 1880, also the number of small 
ads“ printed at each date:

The inerease yesterday, as compared with 
the same period a year ago, was nine col- 
umns, or two columns more than an entire 
page. In yesterday’s issue one page was ex- 
clusively occupied by an advertisement of a 
special character, but the same was true of 
the corresponding issue a year ago, when 
one page was taken by a theatrical manager. 
So the comparison is fair in all respects. 

The large increase in the volume of adver- 
tising shows two things. It shows, first, that 
business is active and has taken an early 
start this year. It shows, second, that the 
City of Chicago is growing rapidly in wealth, 
resources, and population. As a community 
becomes older it accumulates money, and its 
wants multiply even faster than its money. 
lt not only wants more things, but it wants 
them quicker and more intensely than it did 
before. The things that no family can do 
without” increase in number. It advertises 
for them; and it generally chooses for its ad- 
vertising some tried and trusted medium 
such as Tun Curcaco Tribune for years 
has been, and has universally been known to 
be, in this community. 

The issue of Tus Trisune yesterday was 
also big in other respects. The adver- 
tisements alone occupied nearly two full 
sheets of elght pages each. The remainder 
of the issue of twenty pages was filled with 
a great variety of news (local and telegraph) 
and miscellaneous reading matter. Nine 
tons of white paper were consumed in print 
ing the edition, which was equal to 143,000 
complete sheets. 

Though the issue of yesterday was twenty 
pages, the advertisers encroached seriously 
on the space reserved for reading matter, so 
great a rush not being anticipated or pre- 
pared for: and from present indications it 
will be necessary to add more pages to the 
issue of next Sunday. 


THE PRICE OF WHEAT. 

Certaimesulis touching the crops are now 
sufliciently ascertained to admit of definit 
expectations. For instance, it is now known 
that the wheat crop of the country is not 
only a large one, but that its quality is 
most excellent. It is also known that the 
deficiency in wheat on the other side of the 
Atlantic will be an ordinary one—that is, 
will not be especially marked either as to 
quality or quantity. This result indicates 
two things—that Europe will furnish a mar- 
ket for American wheat and that the United 
States will have asurpius of wheat to sell. 
That our competitors in Russia and Austria 
will have also a surplus from which to partly 
furnish Western Europe is undoubtedly 
true. But these facts do not change the ordi- 
nary situation, and still leave the important 
point to be ascertained, What will be their 
effect on the prices of American wheat ? 

The most important fact governing the 
question of prices is that of how great will 
be the surplus which we will have to sell. 
The greater our supply the greater will be 
the surplus which we can afford té sell even 
at the prices obtainable in other countries, 
and the question of prices will also be affected 
by the amount of the surplus which Eastern 
Europe may have to sell and the quantity 
which Western Europe may. want. These 
facts all bearing on the question of future 
prices have no fixed rules governing them; 
last year we had comparatively little to ex- 
port, and what we did export, notwithstand- 
ing the competition from other countries, 
brought a good price. We did not have to 
sell it at such prices as it would have com- 
manded had the general crop been a full one. 

The large erop of this year finds the stock 
on hand in this country a scant one, and the 
stock on hand in the markets which we sup- 
ply reduced to a low point. The great prog- 
ress made in trausportation has overcome 
the necessity which once prevailed for keep- 
ing large supplies on hand. The transporta- 
tion by sail of grain has so yielded to the 
more certain and regular transpo on by 
steamers that orders for grain can now 
filled by the actual delivery of the wheat in 
ten days, and hence the keeping of large

stocks on hand is no longer deemed a néces- 
sity. Under the comparatively high prices 
of last year no large stocks were kept on 
hand, and the English market was supplied 
trom time to time as supplies were wanted. 
The crop of 1882 is now to be added to the 
stock on hand at home and abroad, much 
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reduced in quantity. 

It should be remembered that the annual 
increase in the consumption of wheat per 
capita is an Important factor in the quantity 
needed for home consumption, and conse- 
quently in the quantity of surplus we may 
have to sell. The inerease in the consump | 
tion of breadstuffs and other food products 
keeps considerably in advance of the increase > 
of population. This is due somewhat to the 
general prosperity, to the reduced cost of 
transportation, and to several other causes. 
Anything that tends to reduce the cost of 
these articles to eonsumers has the direct 
effect of increasing the quantity consumed. 
This rule not only increases the consump- 
tion per capita at home, but also increases 
the consumption abroad. The supplies of 


‘food From this country at prices so greatly 


less than those prevailing abroad have in- 
creased the demand per capita there, 
and consequently increased the quan- 
tity needed to meet the deficiency. 
This annual inerease of consumption at 
home is, even if estimated at a low percent- 
age, large enough to necessitate an increase 
of prodnetion of considerable magnitude, 
and this too without measuring the increase 
of consumption pertaining to the inerease of 
population by immigration. We have there- 
fore this year an increase of production, as 
compared with that of previous years, to 
meet the empty grain warehouses left by the 
exhaustion of last year’s crops and stocks, 
but also to meet the ever-increasing consump- 
tion at home and in such other countries as 
depend on the Uuited States for their needed 
shpply. It will not do, therefore, to say that 
we have produced more wheat this year than 
we produced in previous years. The quan- 
tity needed this year to fill this and foreign 
markets must be much greater than a year 
ago, and must go on increasing year after 
year, and that too without intermission. 

We will not venture to say how much 
wheat in bushels we have produced this year 
in comparison with what will be needed to 
meet the requirements for consumption at 
home and the quantity required for con- 
sumption abronkd, and to be supplied trom 
this country: but we do not see that the 
very liberal yield of wheat reported and esti- 
mated as produced inthis country gives any 
indication that there will be a surplus so far 
in excess of what will be needed as to sug- 
gest that American wheat is to be a drug in 
the market. Wedo not believe that there is 
any serious reason to suggest the hurrying 
of wheat to market, nor any reason to be- 
lieve that there will be such a surplus of 
wheat on hand from the present time to the 
nexterop that wheat will not pay the cost of 
storage, and prove a valuable investment to 
those who hold it. 


EXIT HUBBELL. 

The indications are that this will be Mr. 
Hubbell's last year in polities. He has not 
only not been renominated by lis constitu- 
ency, but the Congressional Convention in 
his district has selected the very wan to whom 
he was avowedly antagonistic. His effort 
to crowd Mr. Ferry out of the Senate to 
make place for himseif will be a dismal 
failure. After the short session of the pres- 
ent Congress next winter Mr. Hubbell will 
drop out of the public view, and willonly be 
remembered in connection with the Congre®# 
sional assessment business which he has 
prosecuted so persistently. 

It is certainly to be hoped, and there is 
some reason to believe, that the system 
of levying contributions upon officeholders 
through the agency of a Congressional com- 
niittee will not outlive Mr. Hubbell’s polit- 
ical existence. The practice has been con- 
demned as thoroughly disreputabie. Hub 
bell has persisted, aud at first one or two 
other members of Congress were disposed to 
apologize for it. But the only reward Hub- 
bell has found is retiremént to private life 
alter achieving an unenviable notoriety, and 
no word of apology or regret willfollow him 
in his future obscurity. Indeed, many of the 
public men who still look to political pre- 
ferment have found it necessary to make 
an open protest against the Hubbel! 
system. Among the latest of these 
are Senator Hoar and Representative 
Crapo, of Massachusetts, who have caused 
letters to be published in which they advise 
the officeholders not to submit te the black- 
mall. Mr. Hubbell has not heretofore ren- 
clered his country or his party any great serv- 
ice, but his retirement to private life upon the 
culmination of public condemnation of his 
assessment plan will be useful as a warning 
to other Congressmen not to go into that 
kind of business. It cannot be denied that 
the simultaneous retirement of some of the 
other Congressmen who have been associated 
with him in this work would give emphasis 
to the warnine. 

There is not and probably never will be 
any account of the amount of money re- 
ceived and handled by Hubbell's committee, 
but there are many evidences that the bulk 
of the contributions has been and is being 
used to help special interests rather than to 
advance the Republican cause generally. 
The Cameron faction in Pennsylvania has 
probably been treated with great liberality, 
and the funds used in that State have served 
to widen the breach in the Republican party, 
but probably not a dollar has been donated 
to help the Republicans of Missouri maintain 
an organization which the machine was will- 
ing to abandon because there was no im- 
mediate promise of spoils. The administer- 
ing of the Congressional! fund is as suspicious 
in some respects as the collection thereof has 
been oppressive. The whole system is con- 
trary to good policy, and it would be of 
great benefit to the Republican party if all 
who have been parties to the scheme were 
dropped out of public life as unceremonious- 
ly as Hubbell will be. 


NEW TRADING RULES WANTED. 

The great want, long unsupplied, on the 
Board of Trade is aset of rules which shall 
protect men who sell fog future delivery 
property which they do not own. Like the 
elass of men f which Mr. Vholes (in 
* Bleak House“) was a type, they are so nu- 
merous and respectable that it would bela 
public calamity if they should come to want. 
The interests of society demand that the 
legislation of the country shall be so framed 
as to enable them to live comfortably. It Is 
admitted on all hands that they do no good, 
except to themselves and (perhaps) their 
families, They add nothing to the wealth 
of the community. When their efforts 
are successful the reduction in the price paid 
to the producer rather goes into their pockets 
than to benefit the widow and the orphan.” 
But the protectionists’ argument is equally 
good in their case as in that of the worker in 
manufactures. If they are not helped to live, 
they will have to go to farming: the result 
of that would be to overwhelm the commu- 
hity with farm produce, and put down prices 
toa lower point than now. If the manu- 
facturer is entitled to protection, so is the 
short seller of wheat, and corn, and pork; 
and our commercial organizations simply fail 
in their duty to the world if they do not af- 
ford the short seller all the protection he 
wants. 712 

We would not be misunderstood as argu- 
ing in favor of the man who, owhthg brop- 
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erty, it for delivery at same time in the 
future and is prevented by circumstances 
over which he has no control from filling his 
contract. Such a man deserves no mercy. 
It is his business to look ahead and provide 
against all contingencies in the shape of bad 
weather and inability of carriers to perform 
transportation service within a reasonable 
time. It he fails he should pay the ven- 
alty. But it is a very different thing 


| with the Harold Skimpoles who do not 


know what property is worth, because 
they have never either bought it or 
produced it, and think that as it comes 
into existence with no more effort than 
the birds and the flowers therefore it 
ought to be cheap. Why should they 
be punished if, in the innocence of their 
hearts, they make & mistake in their esti- 
mates of value? Why should Coavinses 
have anything to say to them? Itis simply 
outrageous that such mere children in ability 
to reason should be held responsible for 
their actions. To their thinking the farmer 
was made for the express purpose of raising 
wheat for them to toy with, and buyers of 
the wheat have no other reason to live than 
to supply them with the number of dollars 
necessary to a comfortable existence. 

We respectfully commend to the Board of 
Trade the imperative necessity of a radical 
revision of its rules. They should be changed 
sharply round to favor the guileless ones 
whose only fault is a desire to be amusing. 
They hear a man offer so much for a hun- 
dred thousand bushels of wheat. They think 
he is only in fun, and like to humor him. So 
they sell it, without the most remote 
idea of being called upon to deliver 
the wheat. They are perfectly will- 
ing to deliver it if it should come in 
their way; but the idea that they should ful- 
Hill a eontract when to do so would involve 
troubie or loss to them is so ridiculous that 
it is not to be thought of. The rules of the 
Board of Trade are entirely at fault if they 
do not recognize this view of the situation as 
a legitimate one, and protect the lambs from 
the rapacity of the wolf who demands that 
they shall live up to a contract. Let the 
Board of Trade look to it at once. The re-

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SITUATION IN NEW 
YORK. 


THE POLITICAL 


The factional struggle over the Republic- 
an nomination for Governor continues in 
New York withno abatement in bitterness 
or intrigue. It is a triangular fight. Gov. 
Cornell is actively working up his plans 
for renomination, which Conkling and his 
friends are determined to defeat if possible. 
To this end the Conkling faction is not open- 
ly concentrating upon any single candidate, 
but has a number of candidates in reserve, 
among whom Secretary Folger, Congress- 
man Crowley, exCongressman Starin, and 
Mr. Clarence Seward are the most promi- 
nent. ** Anybody to beat Cornell” is the 
motto of this faction. A third element in 
the party, composed largely of the scrutch- 
ers” of three years ago, opposed alike to the 
nomination of Cornell and the dictation of 
the Conkling crowd, is urging the nomina- 
tion of James W. Wadsworth, ex-Controller 
of the State, and now in Congress. The sit- 
uation is further complicated by the repre- 
sentation that Mr. Wadsworth is really the 
Stalwart candidate, and that his selection 
would be a triumph for the Conkling faction. 
But this theory seems to be without any 
good foundation, for Mr. Wadsworth has 
always been independent of Conkling influ- 
ences; prebably all there isto it is that Conk- 
ling would rather see Wadsworth secure the 
nomination than have it go to Cornell. Mr. 
George William Curtis, in the latest number 
of Harper's Weekly, forecasts as follows the 
defeat of the party in case either Cornell or 
a Stalwart candidate shall be nominated: 


The balance of power in this State, as every 
recent election bas shown, is beld by about 10. 
0 voters. There are many more than that 
number of independent Republicans who, under 
existing circumstances, would not support a 
Stalwart candidate. if to this opposition be 
added tue latent hostility of the Cornell interest, 
the result is evident. it is no less piaia, it 
seems to us, that the Stalwarts would prefer to 
lose the State rather than to see the Governor 
reéiected. The Governor himself will remember 
that in 1874, ween there was no such raneor of 
division as now exists, the mere indifference of 
the machine resulted in the overwheim- 
ing defeat of Gov. Dix. There was, in- 
deed, a general reaction against the Re- 
publicans that year; but bad the machine liked 
the candidate, bis defeat, if accomplished, 
would have been lese signal. We repeat that 
there is ho doubt, if Gov. Cornell suould be re- 
vominated, that a large number of bis old 
political comrades would “sell Bim out,” and 
„geraten Bim at the polls, aithough three 
yeurs ago they could not find words contemptu- 
ous enough to deseribe the mingied wickedness 
and imbecility of “scratching.” it is equally 
beyond doubt that ff the Goveruor’s former 
„ palis should succeed in nominating a candi- 
date of their own kind, he would be decisively 
defeated at the polis by the lethargy ot various 
Classes of anti-Administration voters. 


This view of the situation seems to be 
entirely reasonable. Though Gov. Cornell 
has broken with the Arthur-Conkling “wing 
of the party, his methods continue to be 
those of a machine politician. Indeed, he 
seems to have taken the best part of the 
machine with him, and, if he shall succeed 
in obtaining the nomination in spite of the 
opposition of both Conkling and the Inde- 
pendents, it will bean evidence that machine 
power is still efficient in New York politics. 
A very large portion of the Independents 
whe “seratched” him three years ago will 
refuse to vote for him, and Gould and Conk- 
ling will do their utmost to defeat him. But 
a Stalwart candidate would have just as lit- 
tle chance for suecess, since Cornell would be 
equally hostile to the election of a Gould and 
Conkling man. In this state of things the 
only assurance of Republican success lies in 
the nomination of some such man as Wads- 
worth, who represetits neither of the hostile 
factions and might secure the support of both 
along with the solid vote of the Liberals. 
The influence of Tammany and John Kelly 
is an uncertain quantity this year, and it is 
the obvious daty of the Republicans to runa 
candidate who will command the united sup- 
port of the Republican party by his independ- 
ence of cliques and his own personal merits,

A cablegram reveals Mayor Harrison, of 
Chicago, earnestly cugaged in the business of 
fishing fora little notoriety at the expense of 
his reputation for good sense, 
low the average of American Mayors in intelli- 
gence he must know that all his prating about 
Irish shackles and slavery is the silliest claptrap. 
If he were a true and judicious friend of Ire- 
land he would congratulate the people on the 
liberal measure for relieving the distress of the 
peasantry which nas just been passed, atid ad- 
vise them to give every aid to the Government 
which is honestly and bravely striving to re- 
dress their grievances. Nor should be forget 
that if the L[rist man in Ireland is robbed of the 
fruits of his toil. by an oppressive landlord 
system his compatriot in America is equally 
robbed by an oppressive tariff system. Given 
thé same measure of overpopulation in the 
United States, and the tyranny of its monopo- 
lies would be as terrible to the poor as the worst 
exactions ot Irish landlords’. Abject poverty 
and consequent misery may exist in either 
country as the result of au unequal distribution 
of property andthe proverbial tyranny of capital. 
Te remedy this in Irviand the British Govern 
ment is straining the prerogatives of Parliament 
in its relations to private property to the ut- 
most. Tue day is probably not far distant when 
the American Congress will be compelied to do 
the same thing in order to relieve the masécs 
from the oppression of rind monopoiies. 
But to talk in a country Which has Constitution- 
al government and representative ifstitutions 
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things from the Chief Magistrate of a great city 
like Chicago. : 
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Tux Pope's letter to Cardinal MeCabe and 
the Irish Bishops on the relations of Rome to lre- 
land was published in the cierical papers of Parw 
Aug. 2. It is as foliows: 

DEAR SOs AND VENERABLE BROTHERS: Apos- 
tolic greeting and benediction. The affection 
and good will with which we regard Ireland, and 
which inereases in proportion to the difficulties 
of the crisis through which it te now passing, 
makes us watch with peculiar solicitude and with 
a paternal heart the course of your affairs. But 
that attention brings us anxiety rather than con- 
sulation, for itis net given us to see that the 
order and prosperity which we should desire pro- 
vail io your public affairs; for on the one 
serious evils still press upon you, and on the 
other the perilous excitement mens minds 
has drawn many among you into seditious de- 
signs. There are even those wiso are suilied by 
horrible murders, as though pnhblie prosperity 
pe hoped to be secured by abominable 
cringe. 

We already knew, dear 80 
brethren, that this state of thiggs preoccupied 
you us much as ourselves, and Wat was decided 
upon at the last meet of Irish Bishops at 
Dublin brought it afresh to our knowledge. 
Rightly trembling for your country’s safety, you 
have given excullent teaching as to what sbould 
be avoided in so critical a moment and in so se- 
rious a struggle. Hereby you have well per- 
formed your episcopal oblieations, as was de- 
manded by the public weal; for the moment 
when the faithful bave especial need of the 
counsel of their Bishops is when, carried away 
by some vehement desire, they wrongly judge as 
to the advantage to be derived from certain 
acts; and it is the duty of the Bishops, when 
they see men drawn as it were into the abandon- 
ment of honest means. to calm their excited 
minds and to recall them by seuson- 
able exhortations to moderation and 
justicen which shonid observed in ail 
things. You have very opportunely remind- 
ed them of that divine precept that the 
Kingdom of God ‘and His rigyteousness must 
tiret of all be sought, which makes it the duty 
of Christians in every act of their private lives, 
and even in public matters, to regard their 
eternal welfare, and to place everything that is 
Obers world below the duties of religion. 

By means of the observance of prin- 
ciples it is allowable for [rishmen to seek miti- 
gation of their afflictions. It is allowable for 
them to struggle for their rights, for it: must 
not be imagined that what is permissible for 
every nation js not se for ireland: but honesty 
must govern the search for these advantages, 
for it must seriously be considered that it is a 
biamefu! act to defend a cause, however just, by 
unjust means. Now, justice is lacking, not only 
in every act of violence, but particularly io those 
secret societies which, on the pretense of 
vindicating rights, evidently tend to disturb 
public order. As our predecessors bad re- 
peatediy done, and as we ourself have done, 
you bave very seasonably warned the faithful 
in your Dublin meeting of the scrupulousness 
with which these societies should be shunned by 
every bonest man. As long as tie same dangers 
subsist it will benefit your vigilance frequently 
to repeat these admonitions, and to exbort all 
lrishmen, by virtue of the sanctity of the Catholic 
name, and for the love of the country itself, never 
to have anything to do with societies of tbis kind, 
which can in no way serve to ect what the 
people justly demand, and too often lead into 
crime those who have been seduced by them. 

As Irishmen make it their boast, and not with- 
out reason, to be styled Catholics, which ac- 
cording to St. Augustine's interpretation means 
guardians of integrity and pursuers of justice 
(De Vera Retigione), let them show themselves 
worthy of the name, and be entitied to it 
even while defending their richts. Let them 
remember that the first liberty is to be 
exempt from crime St. Augustine, Tract X LL.) 
and let them so demean themselves in thei 
whole lives that none of them incur the penal- 
ties of the law as murderers, as thieves, as evil- 
speakers, or as covetous of the goods of others 
(J. Peter, iv., 15. It is right also that your epis- 
copal solicitude in guiding w Aig should 
be supported by the efforts zeal of the 
whole clergy. 

We therefore approve as just and in barmony 
with present circumstances what you have de- 
cided on this subject, especially as regards the 
younger priests; for it is justin these popular 
tempests that it is most necessary for the priests 
to contribute with intelligence and zeaito the 

reservation of order. And, inasmuch as one's 
nfluence over other minds depends on one's 
own reputation, they must strive to obtain the 
approbation ot men by the dignity, firmness, 
and moderation of their acts and words, and do 
nothing which is not calculated to tranquillize 
men’s minds. Now,it is easy to see that a 
clergy, trained from the outset by wise 
discipline and sound teachmg, will be such 
as present circumstances demand. Young 
men,” as the Fathers of the Council of Trent 
said, “will never persevere well in ecclesiastical 
discipline without the very great and special ald 
of God, unless they are at a very early age 
trained to religion and ig (Sess. XXII.) 

By this means we think Ireland will. without 
violence to any right, attain to the bappy state 
of things she longs for; for, as we have sald to 
you elsewhere, we are confident that those who 
are at the bead ot pubiic affairs will accede to 
the just demands of the Irish. Not only does 
justice dictate this to them, but it is what may 
be expected from their prudencé, seeing that it 
is beyond doubt that the tranquillity of the 
whole 8 is bound up with the welfare of 
Treland. eanwhile, cherishing this hope. we 
shall not cease to aid the Irish with our coun- 
sels and to ardently pray to God to look gra- 
ciously upon people, so ennobied by its 
virtues, and at length give it the peace and 
prosperity it desires. As a pledge of these ce- 
lestial gifts, and as testimonuy of our special 
favor, we, with much affection in the Lord, give 
you, dear son and venerable brothers, you, your 
clergy, and the whole people, the Apostolic 
benediction.

Dumxd the year ending on the 3ist of Au- 
gust last the State of Texas produced 878,84 
bales of cotton, valued at over $50,000,000; 22,- 
299,000 pounds of wool, worth $5,128,000; and 13,- 
572,000 pounds of bides, worth $1,628,000; besides 
$16,000,000 worth of cattle, and over $1,000,000 
worth of horses and mules. The total product 
of the State, including lumber, grain, cotton- 
seed, sugar, molasses, and other articles, was 
over $97,000,000, Within the year, also, there 
were completed 1,641 miles of railroad, at an es- 
timated cost for construction and equipment of 
$44,525,000. The State has now 5908 miles of 
completed railroads, the cost of building and 
equipment being placed at 6168. 806, 900. 


Turee hundred and eight private bills 
were introduced in Parliament at the recent ses- 
sion. One hundred and two of them originated 
in the House of Lords and 206 in the House of 
Commons. Two hundred and twenty-nine of 
these bills became law.

It Falls Distinctly Over the Figure of 
James Tracy, Convicted Mur- 
derer 


A Tribune Reporter Has an In- 
terview with Him in His 
Cell. 


He Reiterates His Old Complaint of 
Prejudice and Not Evidence. 


The usual Sunday services at the Couuty 
Jail were yesterday conducted by the Rev. Ar- 
tuur Ritchie, rector of the Church of the Ascen- 
sion. The choir of the church assisted, and the 
entire service, including the musicai selections, 
the sermon. and the prayers, were all possessed of 
more than ordinary interest, ewing to the near 
approach of Tracy's fatal day. The attend- 
ance was scarcely larger than usual, but many 
ef those present manifested a deep interest in 
the spiritual welfare of the condemned man, a 
much deeper interest, it may be said, than 
be had any desire to tolerate. It had been 
agreed carly in the day between Tracy and 
Jallor Folz that no one other than the clergy- 
man conducting the services should be per- 
mitted to visit his cell, and to the few zealous 
but importunate ladies who made their way to 
the cell despite the order, Tracy very politely 
stated that as they could not aid bim in 
any way in his dire extremity he 
had no desire to hold any extended 
conversation with them, unless they brought 
cards of introduction or special requests for an 
interview from Mr. Fo. The Rev. Mr. Ritchie 
and Mr. Dodge of the Prisoners’ Aid Associa- 
tion, at the conclusion of the religious services, 
In which, by the way, Tracy could not take 
any part, owing to the fact that his 
cell fronts upon the’ south corridor, 
had a short conversation witb him, into the 
spirit of which Tracy seemed to fully enter. 
They were the only persons, outside of the jau 
officials, his lawyer, Mr. Salomon, aad a Tris- 
UNE reporter, who were permitted to hold any 
r converse with the unfortunate fel- 
ow. Ever since the receipt of the news 
that the Supreme Court refused to interfere 
a death watch has deen kept at Tracy’s cell door. 
The watcher yesterday was Bailiff James 
Sharkey, and at night Bailiff Gernhardt, and 
when watcher evinces an amiabie dispos- 
tion, as was the case with those on duty 
yesterday, Tracy does not suffer from 
weariness or solitude. He converses 
freely upon almost every topic, cracks.an 
occasional joke, and plays cards. He is quite an 
adept at cards, as one of bis watchers,who thinks 
himself a shrewd player, can well testify.

ing the afternoon, but all that transpired at 
the interview was of fo interest to the 
public at this time.

The only basis upon which 
such an application to the Govern- 
or could be based is that Tracy has 
not bad sullictent time to prepare for death, and 
yet it will be remembered that Sherry and Con- 
nelly bad only forty-cight hours or thereabouts 
in which to prepare. But the latter had been 
given to understand from the beginning that 
there was no hope of the Supreme Court inter- 
fering, while Tracy, on the contrary, bas been 
led to believe that there was every chanve fora 
rehearing of his case. 

In bis conversation with a TRIBUNE reporter 
Tracy seemed to fully believe that he would 
bang next Friday. “It was not evidence, but 
prejudice,” said he, “ which caused my convic- 
tion, and the community will find out 
when it is too late t they 
have committed only a legal murder.” 
Saturday morning Tracy spent several bours in 
writing out a statement of the faults and flaws 
be found in bis trial and the evidence, which 
statement he gave to a friend to be used as he 
saw fit. In this document, which goes to the Po- 
lice Gazette, the principal point to which 
he calls attention hig identification 
by the two Glazier women. It was a 
wintry night, they said, and the moon was 
shining brightly almost directly overhead; he, 
Tracy, 4 in the passageway, and for near- 
ly five minutes they were looking him in the 
ace at a distance of only a foot or thereabouts.

He argues that if he was the man Heuning 
ougbt to be abie to identify him, and that the 
Glazier women did not identify dim the 
first time, else the police would have been 
ouly too willing to bring the charge of murder 
against him. Re maintains that the identifloa- 
tion was put up by the lice, and that the 
women originally were unable to identify either 
bim or anybody else as the burglar they saw.

LORING ON EGYPT. 


A Fermer Pasha in the Egyptian Army 
on the Present War in the East—What 
Forces the Egyptians Have—Hew the 
Mien Are Armed~—Why the Natives Are 
Drawn to Arabi— What Force Eagiand 
Should Have. 

New York, Sept. 8.—Gen. William W. Loring, 
formerly of the United States army as Colonel 
of the regiment of mounted riflemen, and dis- 
tinguished in the Mexican war, afterward a 
Major-Génera!l in the Confederate army, and for 
many years since our War as Pasba in the 
Egyptian army, but at present a resident of 
Fiorida, has been interviewed on Egyptian af- 
fairs by the Heraid. Inregard to the strength 
of the Egyptian forces he says: 

Arabi Ought to have by this time, after leav- 
ing a sufficient force at Alexandria to defend bis 
line, at least 40,000 to 50,000 well-armed troops of 
all arms.“ 

“Then bow many men do you think de can 
count upon altogether for this campai¢n?’ 

“At least 100,000 well-armed men, mostly 
with the Kemington rifle and the Krupp gun. 
with an abundance of ammunition and au in- 
definit number of Bedouins for harassing the 
enemy's flanks and lines of communication. 
From Zagazig to Kelioub, which is forty and a 
half miles, there are other lines, that between 
Bena and Belrays, and between Shibbin-cl- 
Kauatin and Bena. The country, however, has 
so much sameness from Zagazig to Kelioub it 
is difficult to tell at what points Arabi will de- 
fend between them.“

KILLED IN WAR. 


Some of the Methods of Destruction 
Lawiul and Unslawéul, 
Gentleman's Magazine. 

It is curious to notice distinctions in naval 
warfare between lawful and unlawful meth- 
ods, similar to those conspicuous ou land. 
Such projectiies as bits of won ore. 
pointed stones, nails, or glass, are excluded 
Yrom the list of things that may be used in 
good war,and the declaration of St. Peters- 
burg condemns explosive bullets as much 
on one element as on the other. Unsfounded 
charges by one belligerent against another are, 
however, always liable to bring the illicit 
method dato actual use on both sides under 
the pretext of reprisals, as we see in the fol- 
lowing order of the day, issued at Brest by 
Vice-Admiral Marshal Conflans 
(Nov. 8, 1759): “itis absolutely coutrary to the 
law of nations to make bad war, and to shoot 


| sheils at the enemy, who must aiways be fought 


according to the rules of honor, with the 
arms wenerally wm gy by polite nations. 
Yet some Captains ave complained that 
the Koglish bave used such weapons against 
them. it is, therefore, only on these 
complaints, and with an extreme reiuctance, 
that it has been resolved to embark holiow 
shells on vessels of the line, 
forbidden to use them uniess the enemy begin.’ 
So the English their turu charged the Freuch 
with making bad war. The wound re- 
ceived by Neison at Aboukir ou the 
forehead, was attributed to a “piece of 
jroa or 4 langridge shot. And the 
wounds that the crew of the Brunswick re- 
ceived trom the Vengeur in tae famous battie 
between the Freuch and Eugiish ficets in June, 
IN. are said to have been peculiarly distresa- 
ing, Owing to the French employing. langridge 
shot of raw ore and void nails, aud to their 
throwing stinkpots into the portholes, which 
caused most painful burnings 
ings. It is satest to discredit such saccu- 
sations altogether, ivr there is no limit to the 
barbaritiea that may come into play in conse- 
queuce of 100 ready a credulity. 

Red-hot shot, legitimate for the defense of 
land forts against ships, used not to be con- 
sidered wood war in the contests of ships 
with ope another. lu the three hours’ 
action between the Lively and the ‘Tour- 
torelle, a French privateer, the use by the 
latter of bot- shot, mot usuaily deemed honor- 
able wartare,’’ wus considered to be wrong, but 
a wrong ou the part of those who equipped her 
tor sea more than onthe part ot the Captain 
who fired them. The Eaglish assailing bat- 
teries that fired red-hot shot against Uiuck- 
stadt, in 1818, are said to have resorted to“ a 
mode of warfare very unusual with us since 
the siege of Gibraltar. e ** Treatise 
on Tacties.“ by the Emperor Leo VI. carries back 
the record of the means employed against an 
enemy in naval warfare to the ninth century. 
The things he recommends as wost effective are: 
Cranes, to let fall heavy weights on the enemy's 
decks; Caltrops, with iron spikes, to wound 
his feet; jars full of quicklime, to suf- 
focate him; jars containimg combustibles, 
to burn bim; Jars containing poisonous reptiles, 
to bite bim; and Greek fire, with its noise like 
thunder, to frighten as well as burn him. Many 
of these methods were of immemorial usage, for 
Scipio knew the merits of jars full of pitch, and 
Hannibal of jars full of vipers. Nothing 
was too ba for use in those days, 
nor can it be ascertained when or 
why they ceased to be used. Greek fire 
was used with great effect inthe sea battles be- 
tween the Saracens and Christians, but it is a 
fair cause of wonder that the invention of gun- 
powder should have so entirely superseded it as 
to cause ite very manufacture to have been 
forgotten. Neither does history record the date 
of, nor the reason for, the disuse of quicklime, 
which, in the famous ngdt off Dover, in 1217, be- 
tween the French and English, contributed so 
greatiy to the victory of the er

Fourth Ward Republicans. 

About fifty Republicaus of the Fourth Ward 
met Saturday evening at Armory Hall, on Indiana 
avenue, near Twenty-sixth street. Mr. C. H. 
Willett presided and D. C. McKinnon acted as 
Secretary. Ten-minute speeches were made by 
thirteen of the gentiemen present upon current 
local topics, and principally upon criminal-law 
reform. Mr. Gwynn Garett spoke chiefly 
about the peroivious babit of legislators allow- 
ing themselves to be subsidized by the railroads 
by accepting passes over the roads. Justice D. 
Harry Hammer bad a word to say about the ju- 
diciary and railroad passes, and was seconded by 
Mr. N. C. Draper in a short speech. Justice 
Brown offered some of his plain, practical sense 
upon the topics presented, and was warmly ap- 
plauded. Thomas J. Sutherland insisted upon 
speaking from the platform instead of from his 
seat. He wanted to be seen, as he was not 
ashamed to own that he was a candidate for the 
State Legislature. He mveigud against the 
lawmakers of a State, the legislators and Judges 
accepting the proffered railroad passes. His 
views on criminal law reform had already been 
published, and be could only add that if elected 
he would doall be could towards having the law 
amended in defective and weak spots. 

Mr. James Lane Alien thought the people were 
too lax in selecting representatives to the State 
and National Legisiatures, too frequently elect- 
ing meu who sought the position instead of men 
who were fitted for it: e called attention to 
the great and stypendous steal of the lake-front 
by the Illinois Central Railroad, and declared 
they were annually gobbiing up tens of acres of 
lands to which they bad no right or title, but 
simply because they were not interfered with 
by the legisiators. At Sixteenth street they 
had inciosed and were fill up with 
dredges twenty acres of land. e city and 
State had rights which it ought to be impossible 
for any corporadon to override. The Governor 
should be held responsible for the property of 
the State, and laws ought to be passed making 
such a steal impossible. The railroad was ue- 
tuaily preparing a biackmail on the commerce 
of this great city, as was shon by the recent 
report about the harbor made by a Government 
otficial whom they could not subsidize. Reforms 
were needed, too, in criminal law, and changes 
of venue especially ought to be placed some- 
where within the discretion of the court. He 
boped, too, that the Legisiature would see fit to 
erecta public library building, for no greater 
boon could be offered the citizensof a great 
city. In order to bring about all these 
good things men should be sent to 
the Legislature who know what laws ought to 
be enacted and who would have the nerve and 
backbone to enforce them and see that they 
were enforced,

Trade and Labor Assembly. 

A meeting of the Trade and Labor Assembly 
was heid yesterday ufternoon at No: 51 North 
Clark street, at which representatives of all 
trade and labor organizations were inyited to be 
present, for the purpose of placing purely La- 
bor candidates in nomination from the various 
legislative districts of Cook County to be voted 
forat the com election, and also for the 
adoption of a platform of principles. The meet- 
ing went into committee of the whole, with 
President Powers of Seamen’s Unien in the 
chair. William Cain, from a committee ap- 
pointed by the Anti-Monopoly League, stated 
that they intended to affiliate with the move- 
ment proposed to be taken at the meeting, and 
would use their endeavors to elect the candi- 
dates that might be nominated. The following 
platform was adopted: 

WHEREAS, The freedom of labor is menaced 
in Illinois by continuous politi cal and legal ac- 
tion, we believe che time is at hand when the 
trade and labor organizations of Chieago and 
vicinity should take such action as shali secure 
proper labor legislation in the State Legisla- 
ture; and 

WHEREAS, To secure such re ntation we 
deem it wise to place in nomination for the 
State Legislature a candidate of our own 
choice, from the ranksjof labor, from each Sen- 
atoriai district, and who will pledge themselves 
to stand on the following platform: 

We demand that eight hours be made a legal 
day’s work, so that labor may have hours for 
social enjoyment and intellectual improvement, 
and be able to reap the advantages oonferred 
by the labor-sav machines which their own 
brains created, and that there bea penalty at- 
tached for its non-enforcement. 

We demand the enactmeat of a compulsory 
educational law. If the State has the right to 
exact certain compliances with its demands, 
then itis the duty of the State to educate its 
peopie to the proper understanding of such de- 
mands; and that all books and necessary imple- 
ments be furnished at public expense. 

We demand the enactment under proper pen- 
alties of a law prohibiting the employment ot 
children under M years of age in any productive 
industry as wagemakers, and that the State 
shall provide for orphans and abandoned chil- 
dren proper homes and care. 

The abolition of the system of letting out 
by contract the labor of convicts in our prisons 
and reèetormatories, which places honest labor oa 
a level and compels us to compete with the most 
vicious criminais of our State. 

The abolition of the “order” or truck system 
of payment of wages due, as such practices are 
not only an imposition, but a downright swindie 
to the laborer. 

We demand the unconditional repeal of all 
laws which operate to the detriment or curtail 
the liberties of the people. 

We demand the repeal of the so-called “Con- 
spiruey law, as it is but a species of handcuff 
put on the laboring-man, while it is wholly im- 
perative on conspiracy capitalists, 

The enactment of uniform apprenticesbip 
laws; that apprentices to all mechauical trades 
be made to serve a sufficient term of appren- 
ticeship—rangiug from three to five years; and 
that he be provided by his employer iu bis prog- 
ress to maturity with proper and sufficient 
facilities to tinish him asa complete workman. 

That we demand strict laws for the inspection 
and ventilation of mines, factories, and work- 
shops, and sanitary supervision of all food and 
dwellings. 

That strict laws be enacted making employers 
liable for all accidents resulting from their neg- 
ligence or incompetency to the injury of their 
em ployés., 

That the intimidation of voters by employers 
or their agents must cease, and we recommend 
men to look to their ofganizations to protect 
every member in voting for the ticket of their 
chuice, no matter what it may be, and t all 
National and State elections be made a legal 
holiday.

The Musee Grevin. 


Le Comte de Chambord and His 
Chateau of Frohsdorf. 


The Faubourg St. Germain and Its Pop- 
ulation of Legitimists.

Panis, France, Sept. 1.— extremely 
dull in a social point of view, Paris never pre- 
sented itself under a more seductive aspect than 
at present, with its shady gardens; its maguifi- 
cent Bois de Boulogne, still in all the glory of 
its summer beauty; and, beyond the Bois, what 
a stretch of verdure and gorgeous bloom! But. 
as we proceed along this charming route to Mar- 
ly, a melancholy note mingies with the songs of 
the birds, and a gioomy shadow of the past falls 
ati@vart our pathway, and we approach 

MALMAISON, 

once the favorit residence of the Empress Jose- 
ohine, and where in 18M she died. Here we 
pause before the ruins in sombre meditation: 
for nowhere does the irony of human destiny 
appear more forcibly to the imagination than in 
the surroundings of ibis palace of the Bona- 
partes, all dismantied of its glory, and 
peopled only by the flitting shadows 
looming up in memory as history here 
unrolis itself before us—shadows of Kings, 
and Princes, and Royal veauties—heroes of the 
Empire, and statesmen and scholars. Mme. de 
Rémusat is here, making her piquant observa- 
tions in the gay world around her, for the amuse- 
ment and edification of the coming genera uon; 
and, as years roll on, the conquered Emperor 
comes to weep in yonder chamber, all hung 
with crimson velvet and golden stars—to weep 
in bis sorrow and desolation over the wrongs he 
bad inflicted on Josephine. But Malmaison isa 
ruin now, with little remaining to indicate its 
former grandeur. Continuing the route through 
this enchanting country, these sombre refiec- 
tions vanish, and even the great city, with its 
thronged boulevards and numerous attractions, 
for the moment is forgotten. For the boule- 
vards are thronged, and all the cafés of Paris 
filled, but not with Parisians; and, in fact, one 
might believe himself in England, Russia, or 
any other country than France, as foreign lan- 
guages are heard on every hand. 

To be a la mode at present is to pass 

LA SOIREE CHEZ GREVIN, 

where all the great Parisian celebrities are 
agreeably grouped together; , although it must 
be confessed many are difficult to recognize, as 
they are moided in wax, and the Musée Grévin 
has much to remodel. This museum was in- 
tended to eclipse that of Talrich in Brussels, as 
well as that of Tussaud in London, aithough M. 
Grévin discards the idea of attracting the pub- 
lic witb objects of sinister memories, which 
please the realistic English, who are go different 
from the French in their ideas of being 
“charmed.” The “simili-visages” of the great 
men of the day, of artists, of actors and 
actresses, grouped together at times in the 
scenes of a play, please Parisians better; and it 
is in order to scrutinize these more closely than 
can be done in any other way that the public 
goes in crowds to the Musée Grévin. If some of 
the figures are imperfect, others are charming 
—among which the wax Mme. Theo is as grace- 
ful as the smiling living Theo; while Henri 
Rochefort is as natural as life. Mme. Judic 
must be made over again, b 
soon be finished, and thus 
collection may be described; 
imperfections will soon be perfected, “sculpt- 
ure” in wax maybe considered a success in 
Paris—at least this new exbibition is far in ad- 
vauce of any undertaken here before. Hitherto 
the most resowned Salon de res de Cire”’ 
was one containing the Kings and Queens of 
France, and French soldiers of all periogs—the 
sans-culottes of the Republic, the Imperial 
“grognards,” and drummers sounding the 
ratapian on a barricade of July, 1830. Louvel, 
the assasin of the Duke de Berri, is also here; 
but such a crowd as this museum contains is 
disdained by the elegant worid of today. Since 
the serious Ulness of the Count de Chambord 
however, many have been to see the figure ot 
the assasin of his father; which fact rather sets 
at defiance the idea of M. Grévin, that Parisians 
are not at times morbid in their tastes. 


HENRI V. 


has many roval qualities, although France has 
long ridiculed the manner in which.the Count 
de Chambord has sheltered himself Puder the 
prestige of royalty in his Chateau of sdorf— 
adweilmg that has not the a nee of a 
kingly residence, but rathef that of a prison, 
andavery desolate one, in its unadorned as- 
pect. The chateau is a vast parallelogram, in 
the style of the eighteenth century, and was 
constructed by the Yermoloffs, whose arms are 
seen over all the portals. building is 
Hanked by towers so deeply placed in the walls 
that they appear to have been only intended to 
round the angles; but, even with these castel- 
lated appendages, Frohsdorf is plain and unat- 
tractive. A stone bridge leads to the dwelling, 
which is entered through a vestibule of immense 
size, that conducts on the right hand to the 
staircase leading to the second story, and on the 
left to the reception-rooms. latter are 
merely two drawing-rooms, which are connected 
by a bDilliard-room with the 
The main drawing-room is impos 
appearance, its principal decorations 
the portraits of sovereigns of France 
in splendid and massive frames—among which 
are Francis I., Henri IV., Louis XIV., Louis 
XVI., and Marie Antoinette. In the smaller 
salon a glass inclosure contains some curious 
arme—the fowling- pieces of Charies X., swords 
of the Duke d’Angouléme, the Duke de Berri, 
etc. Here the Count and Countess receive their 
most intimate friends; but regal court is held 
in the large salon, where a numerous suite is in 
attendance. The dullness and formality of 
these occasi0ns are distressing, if not ridiculous. 
The visionary throne does not retiect much 
lustre on these surroundings, although Henri 
V. maintains emphatically that All the glory 
of France remains on the side of the van- 
guished.” “Thank Heaven,” he says, “1 boid 
intact the sacred deposit of our national tradi- 
tions and grandeurs; and all that is required for 
the glory of my nation is that God may reign 
supreme over France, that I may reign there as 
King.“ Tous Heuri Charles Ferdinand 
Dieudonné d' Artois, Count de Chambord, 

‘THE LAST OF THE BOURBONS, 
exiled for fifty years, maintains his royalty; and, 
like an incen and indexible Judge, assails 
modern France, and shelters himseif under the 
traditions of the past. 

Before leaving Frohsdorf visitors are always 
condueted to the stables, which are not the least 
entertaining portion of the establishment. They 
occupy a square building, in the midst of which 
is a vast Court-yard. The royal horses are under 
the immediate superintendence of Count May- 
ence, who resides near the stables. The horses 
are splendid. and the most spacious arrange- 
ments are made for their accommodation, 
especially for Tristan, the favorit horse of the 
Count de Chambord, In honor of this partiality 
the escutcheon of France, surrounded by all its 
embiems, is drawn every morning before the 
stall of Tristan by a groom, who prides him- 
self on being quite an artist. As all those in 
charge of the stables are French, and gener- 
ally men with families, thereis a veritable colony 
in this corner of the world, wherein everything 
recalis the absent country. The park of Frohs- 
dort is very fine, 

In Paris 

THE OLD FAUBOURG ST. GERMAIN, 
that rendezvous of the nobility of France, is de- 
sponding since the illness of Henri V., to 
whom it had sworn allegiance, and whose 
white flag only is revered. It does oot favor the 
Count de Paris, who, in the event of the death 
of the Count de Chambord, would be the legiti- 
mate aspirant to the throne—the head of the 
House of Bourbon tbrough the Orieans line. 
The noble Faubourg scorns the ‘public as 
it does the Imperialists, and still clings to the 
old révime. although the St. Germain of yester- 
day and that of today differ very materially. | 
The old, itis true, maintain ir melancholy 
dignity under the supposition France is 
condemned to decadence and ruin under repub- 
lican rule. With wust scorn they look on the 
Deputies leaving the Chamber; and how it af- 
flicts them to know that M. de Viliéle and K de 
Martiznac were once speakers in this 
which now belongs to the representatives of 
democracy. All these impr ns are painted 
on their countenances; but, as their regrets are 
sincere, they are respected by many, who, al- 
though republicans, sympathize with a society 
fast disappearing—for bave not its ancestors 
been the rulers of France, and their names en- 
rolled lu all its history?
